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The Meeting of Consultation of 
Ministers of Foreign Affairs 


Convocation of a Meeting of Consultation’ 


In accordance with Articles 6 and 11 of 
the Inter-American Treaty of Reciprocal 
Assistance, the Representatives of 10 of the 
American states on the Council of the Or- 
ganization addressed the following note, on 
June 26, 1954, to the Chairman of the 
Council: 


Deak Mr. CHAIRMAN: 


Our Governments view with increasing concern 
the demonstrated intervention of the international 
| communist movement in the Republie of Guate- 
' mala and the danger which this involves for the 
peace and security of the Continent. The recent 
outbursts of violence in the area intensify con- 
siderably this concern and pose an urgent need to 
hold a meeting of the Organ of Consultation. It is 
abundantly clear that the nations of this Conti- 
nent are today faced with a situation which they 
believe endangers the peace of America and affects 
the sovereignty and political independence of the 
American states. 

In fulfillment of instructions received from our 
respective Governments, the undersigned mem- 
bers of the Council propose that a Meeting of 
Ministers of Foreign Affairs be convoked, in ac- 
cordance with Article 6 and Article 11 of the Inter- 
American Treaty of Reciprocal Assistance, to act 
| as Organ of Consultation for the purpose of con- 
sidering the danger to the peace and security of the 
| Continent and to agree upon the measures which 
| itis desirable to take. To this effect, we request 
Your Excellency to call a meeting of the Council 
in extraordinary session as soon as possible. 

In view of the extreme urgency which exists, it 
| isproposed that the opening session of the meeting 
of the Organ of Consultation be held July 7. 

In thanking Your Excellency in advance for 
the attention which you, in your high position as 
Chairman of the Council, will give to the request

The Council took cognizance of this note 
at a special meeting held on June 28, 1954, 
and, after an exchange of opinions among the 
Representatives, adopted the following reso- 
lution: 


The Council of the Organization of American 
States, 

HAVING TAKEN NOTE OF the communication 
presented by the Delegations of Peru, Nicaragua, 
Cuba, Honduras, United States, Panama, Haiti, 
the Dominican Republic, Brazil, and Costa Rica, 
under date of June 26, 1954, requesting the con- 
vocation of the Organ of Consultation in accord- 
ance with the Inter-American Treaty of Recipro- 
cal Assistance, 
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RESOLVES: 

1. To convoke a Meeting of Ministers of Foreign 
Affairs to serve as Organ of Consultation, pursuant 
to Articles 6 and 11 of the Inter-American Treaty 
of Reciprocal Assistance, for the purpose of con- 
sidering all aspects of the danger to the peace and 
security of the Continent resulting from the pene- 
tration of the political institutions of Guatemala 
by the international communist movement, and 
the measures which it is desirable to take. 

2. To fix July 7, 1954, as the opening date of the 
Meeting. 

3. To designate the city of Rio de Janeiro as the 
site of the Meeting. 

In connection with the above resolution, 
the Council also decided: (a) to entrust to 
the Committee on the Regulations of the 
Council and of the Pan American Union the 
preparation of draft regulations for the 
Organ of Consultation;? and (b) to request 
the Secretary General of the Organization to 
transmit the text of the resolution to the 
Secretary-General of the United Nations. 

On the following day, the Council held 
another special meeting, called for the pur- 
pose of hearing statements by the Repre- 
sentatives of El Salvador and the United 
States regarding the situation in Guatemala. 

Assistant Secretary of State for Inter- 
American Affairs, Mr. Henry F. Holland, 
acting as special Representative for the 
United States, informed the Council of a 
request received by the American Ambassa- 
dor in Guatemala, to the effect that the 
United States lend its good offices to help 
bring about a cessation of the fighting in 
Guatemala. The Representative of El 
Salvador, Dr. Héctor David Castro, Chair- 
man of the Council, stated that his Govern- 
ment had likewise been approached through 
the Salvadoran Ambassador in Guatemala. 

The Representatives of both E] Salvador 
and the United States indicated the willing- 
ness of their Governments to respond favor- 
ably to the above requests. Before taking 
definite action, however, they wished to 
inform the Council, so that any steps would

set for the Meeting. 

Following a discussion in which the ma- 


, jority of the members spoke in favor of post- 
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poning the Meeting in accordance with the 
proposed conditions, the Council adopted 
the following resolution to that effect: 


The Council of the Organization of American 
States, 

HAVING HEARD the opinions expressed by its 
members, 

RESOLVES: 

To postpone sine die the Meeting of Ministers 
of Foreign Affairs of the American Republics that 
had been convoked for July 7 by virtue of the 
resolution approved by the Council at the meeting 
of June 28. 

In connection with the above resolution, 
the Council requested that, when the Secre- 
tary General of the Organization trans- 
mitted the text of the resolution to the 
Secretary-General of the United Nations, he 
inform him that the Inter-American Peace 
Committee, an autonomous agency of the 
Organization of American States, would, 
pursuant to its Statutes, send directly to the 
Security Council a report on its activities. 


Draft Regulations for the Organ of Consul- 
tation 


When the Council of the Organization of 
American States, at its meeting of June 28, 
1954, agreed to call a Meeting of Ministers 
of Foreign Affairs to serve as Organ of Con- 
sultation, in accordance with the Inter- 
American Treaty of Reciprocal Assistance, 
it also decided to entrust to the Committee 
on the Regulations of the Council and of the 
Pan American Union the preparation of draft 
regulations for the Organ of Consultation. 

By means of intensive deliberations in the 
course of the following days, the committee 
was able to prepare a set of draft regulations 
principally based on the Regulations of the 
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Meeting of Consultation of Ministers of 
Foreign Affairs, which were approved in 
advance of the Fourth Meeting of Consulta- 
tion (Washington, 1951). However, since the 
1951 Meeting was not called under the terms 
of the Treaty of Reciprocal Assistance but to 
“consider problems of an urgent nature and 
of common interest to the American States’’, 
with specific reference to Article 39 of the 
Charter of the Organization, it was con- 
sidered necessary to adapt certain provisions 
of the 1951 Regulations to the requirements 
of the Organ of Consultation. Such was the 
case, for example, with the articles relative 
to the preparation of the agenda, which had 
to be simplified, since the meetings of the 
Organ of Consultation are called to consider 
such actions or situations as foreseen in the 
Rio Treaty. 

At the meeting of the Council held on 
July 2, 1954, only a few days after the draft 
regulations had been completed, it was de- 
cided to postpone the Meeting sine die. In 
these circumstances, the committee decided 
that, since there was no longer any need for 
haste in preparing the regulations for the 
Organ of Consultation, it would be well to 
prepare regulations that would be applicable 
both to the Meeting of Ministers of Foreign 
Affairs as Organ of Consultation and to the 
Council of the oas acting provisionally in 
that capacity. Since the committee was 
doubtful that its instructions of June 28 
would allow it to take up this broader task, 
it decided: 


1. To request the Council of the Organization 
to broaden the authority given to the committee 
at the meeting of last June 28 so that the latter 
will be able to prepare more comprehensive draft 
regulations to be used for the Meeting of Ministers 
of Foreign Affairs acting as Organ of Consultation 
and for the Council of the Organization acting 
provisionally as Organ of Consultation. 

2. To ask the Council of the Organization to re- 
quest its members to transmit to the committee 
any observations and comments they wish to make 
with regard to the draft regulations. 
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The draft regulations and the pertinent 
report? of the committee, containing the 
cited conclusions, were submitted to the 
Council for consideration at its meeting of 
July 27, 1954. At that time, a discussion took 
place on the scope of the additional regula- 
tions that the committee should be asked to 
prepare. On the one hand, it was felt that 
those regulations should be only for the 
Organ of Consultation contemplated in the 
Inter-American Treaty of Reciprocal As- 
sistance, whether involving the Meeting of 
Foreign Ministers or the Council of the Or- 
ganization acting provisionally as Organ of 
Consultation. On the other hand, it was 
believed advisable to explore the possibility 
of drafting a single set of regulations not 
only for the Organ of Consultation but also 
for the Meeting of Ministers of Foreign 
Affairs when convoked in accordance with 
the Charter of the Organization, as was the 
case with the Meeting of 1951.

1. To empower the Committee on the Regula- 
tions of the Council and of the Pan American 
Union to make the preliminary studies for and pre- 
pare draft regulations to be used by the Meeting 
of Ministers of Foreign Affairs acting as Organ of 
Consultation and by the Council of the Organiza- 
tion acting provisionally as Organ of Consultation. 
In carrying out this work the committee will con- 
sider the desirability and the possibility of making 
the contemplated regulations uniform with exist- 
ing Regulations for the Meeting of Consultation 
of Ministers of Foreign Affairs. 

2. To request the members of the Council to 
transmit to the committee any comments and ob- 
servations they may wish to make with regard to 
the draft regulations for the Organ of Consultation

New Members 


Antonio A. Facto, REPRESENTATIVE OF 
Costa Rica.—At its meeting of April 21, 
1954, the Council of the Organization of 
American States extended a cordial welcome 
to Costa Rica’s new Representative, Dr. 
Antonio A. Facio. 

Dr. Facio, who is also Ambassador to the 
United States, was born in the city of 
Cartago on September 12, 1889. His parents 
were Prof. Justo A. Facio, who was Minister 
of Foreign Affairs on various occasions, and 


| Mrs. Natalia Ulloa de Facio. He completed 


his secondary schooling at the Liceo de Costa 
Rica and attended the Medico-Chirurgical 
College of the University of Pennsylvania, 
where he received his medical degree in 1912. 

An outstanding Costa Rican professional, 
the new Representative has held the follow- 
ing posts in the medical field: resident 
physician of the Medico-Chirurgical College, 
previously named (1912-1913); chief intern 


| of the San Juan de Dios Hospital, San José, 
| Costa Rica (1913-1918); Superintendent of 


Limén Hospital and Medical Director of the 
United Fruit Company in Costa Rica (1918- 
1929), and General Superintendent of Na- 
tional Hospitals of Costa Rica (1940-1948). 
He has also been Dean of the School of Medi- 
cine (1932), President of the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons of Costa Rica 
(1945), and Chairman of the National Coun- 
cil of Public Health and Social Welfare, as 
well as President and Director of the Na- 


tional Insurance Institute of Costa Rica, 


director of the Carlos Marfa Ulloa Asylum, 
and Founder of the Children’s Ward of the 
Durin Sanatorium in Cartago. Since 1924, 
he has been a Consulting Surgeon of the 


William Allen Clinic; and since 1940, Chief 
of the Department of Surgery of the San 


Juan de Dios Hospital. He is the author of 
numerous medical articles. 

Dr. Facio’s political and diplomatic career 
has included service as a Deputy in the Na- 
tional Congress of Costa Rica (1924-1928) 
and as Chairman of the Municipal Council 
of the city of Limén (1922). In 1951, he had 
the honor of being appointed Costa Rica’s 
first Ambassador to Spain, and he has been 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary to France, the United Kingdom, and 
Italy. 

Dr. Facio holds the following decorations: 
Great Cross of the Order of Honor and Merit 
of the Chilean, Costa Rican, and Cuban Red 
Cross Societies; Knight of the Order of 
Finlay (Cuba); Commodore of the Order of 
Vasco Niifiez de Balboa (Panama); and 
member of the Order of Public Education of 
Venezuela. He is a member of the American 
College of Surgeons, the International Col- 
lege of Surgeons, and the Société interna- 
tionale de Chirurgie. 


GUILLERMO ENciso VELLOSO, REPRE- 
SENTATIVE OF PARAGUAY.—On May 5, 1954, 
the Council of the Organization of American 
States extended a cordial welcome to the 
new Representative of Paraguay, Dr. 
Guillermo Enciso Velloso. Dr. Enciso was 
no stranger to Pan American circles in Wash- 
ington, since he had represented his country 
in 1947 and 1948 on the Governing Board of 
the Pan American Union (forerunner of the 
Council of the oas). 

At that time, as on the present occasion, 
he was also Ambassador of Paraguay to the 
United States. 

The new Representative was born in the 
city of Ypané on September 6, 1899. After 
completing his primary and secondary edu- 
cation in Asuncidn, he continued his studies 
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in Madrid, where he received a degree in Law 
and Philosophy. His distinguished work in 
public service has earned him appointments 
to the most outstanding offices in the Gov- 
ernment of Paraguay. In 1946 and 1947, he 
was Minister of Education; in 1947, Minister 
of Economy; from 1949 to 1952, Minister of 
Justice and Labor; and from 1952 to his 
present appointment, Minister of Finance. 
He has also been a Member of Parliament 
and a member of the Board of Directors of 
the Partido Colorado, of which he was Chair- 
man in 1952 and 1953. Finally, he has been 
Director General of Education and Professor 
of Psychology. As a journalist, he has edited 
the political dailies Patria and El Pats and 
several cultural journals. 

Dr. Enciso is married to Mrs. Isabel 
Plands de Enciso, and they have six chil- 
dren. 


Tito GuTIERREZ ALFARO, REPRESENTA- 
TIVE OF VENEZUELA.—At the meeting of the 
Council of the Organization held on June 16, 
1954, a cordial welcome was extended to the 
new Representative of Venezuela, Dr. Tito 
Gutiérrez Alfaro. 

Ambassador Gutiérrez Alfaro was bora in 
Caracas on June 28, 1900, and received his 
primary and secondary education in Vene- 
zuela. He completed his education at the 
Central University, where he received the 
degree of Bachelor of Philosophy and 
Letters and, later, his doctorate in Political 
and Social Sciences. Also a lawyer, he is a 
past member of the Disciplinary Tribunal of 
the Bar Association of Caracas. 

In the field of education, he has gained 
recognition for his brilliant work on the 
faculty of the Central University, which he 
has served as Professor of Civil Law, Pro- 
fessor of Social Law, Dean of the School of 
Economic and Social Sciences, and member 
of the University Council. He was the 
founder of the Escuela Libre de Ciencias 
Econémicas y Sociales and its first Professor 
of Social Law. 

Ambassador Gutiérrez has also served his 
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country in the following public offices: Direc. 


tor of the National Labor Bureau, first 
Chairman of the Board of Directors of the | 
Social Security Agencies, Legal Adviser to 
the Ministries of Public Works, Agriculture 
and Animal Husbandry, and Internal Af. | 
fairs, General Counsel to the Government of | 
the Federal District, and member of the 
Committee for the Revision of the Munici- 
pal Ordinances. In addition, he has repre. 
sented the Federal District in the Chamber 
of Deputies, where he was Chairman of the | 
Standing Committees on Labor and De. 
velopment. 

His present post is not his first in the field 
of diplomacy, since he has been Minister of 
Venezuela to Portugal and Ambassador to 
Brazil and Peru. He was also Venezuela’s 
Representative to the twenty-seventh ses- 
sion of the International Labour Conference 
and to the First Congress of the Latin Union, 
official Observer for the Bar Association of 
the Federal District at the meeting of the 
International Bar Association, held in Rio 
de Janeiro, and Observer for the Govern- 
ment of Venezuela at the Inter-American 
Seminar on Social Affairs, held in the same 
city. 

The new Representative was a pioneer in 
the field of social legislation in Venezuela, 
and founder and first President of the Center 
for the Study of Cooperatives. 

He is the author of various studies, includ- 
ing Condicién de los asalariados en el derecho 
venezolano (Status of wage earners under 
Venezuelan law) and Historia de la legisla 
cién del trabajo en Venezuela (History 
labor legislation in Venezuela). 

He is the holder of the following decora- 
tions: Gran Cordén de la Orden del Libertador, 
Gran Cruz de la Orden Militar de Cristo 
Orden Nacional do Cruzeiro do Sul, Gran 
Cruz de la Orden del Sol (Peru), and Grai 
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June 16, the Council of the Organization 
also extended a warm welcome to Ambas- 
sador Alberto Septilveda Contreras, the new 
Representative of Chile on the Council. 

Ambassador Septilveda was born in San- 
tiago on February 10, 1902. His parents were 
Gen. Alberto Septilveda Pinto and Mrs. 
Laura Contreras de Septilveda. 

He received his elementary and secondary 
education in the schools at Santiago, where 
he later entered the Law School of the 
University of Chile. The last years of his 
university education were spent at the 
Catholic University of Santiago. In 1925 he 
received his degree in Law and Political 
Sciences, and was subsequently admitted to 
the bar. 

Mr. Septilveda entered the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs in 1922. Two years later he 
received his first foreign assignment as 
Third Secretary of the Legation in Austria. 
In 1925 he went to Switzerland and in 1927 
to Denmark, with the same rank. Later he 
was promoted to First Secretary, and served 
in that capacity at the Chilean Embassies in 
Mexico (1929), in Bolivia (1933), and Ecua- 
dor (1934); two years later he was sent to 
Colombia, where he was also Chargé 
d’Affaires ad interim. In 1939 he was as- 
signed to the Embassy in Argentina where 
he remained for seven years, serving first as 
Counselor, and later as Minister Counselor. 
He also served as Minister Counselor of the 
Embassies in Peru (1948) and in Mexico 
(1949). 

During his foreign service career, he has 
been called back several times for home duty 
in the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. In 1931 
and 1933 he was Assistant Director of the 
Consular Department, which he directed 
from 1946 to 1948. He was also Assistant 
Director of the Diplomatic Department 
(1938) and Political Adviser of the Ministry 
in 1952. With the rank of Envoy Extra- 
ordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary he 
was appointed, in 1953, Administrative 
Director General of the Foreign Office, and

remained in that post until the middle of 
1954, when he was named to his present post 
of Representative on the Council of the 
Organization. 

Ambassador Septilveda has served in the 
following missions: Secretary of the Delega- 
tion to the League of Nations (Geneva, 1925 
and 1926); Chairman of the Delegation to 
the Universal Postal Conference (Buenos 
Aires, 1939); Chairman of the Delegation to 
the Inter-American Conference on the Co- 
ordination of Judicial Measures (Buenos 
Aires, 1941); Chairman of the Delegation to 
the Conference on Petroleum (Mexico, 1950); 
Delegate to the Seventh Session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the United Nations (New 
York, 1952); Delegate to the Fifth Session 
of the Economic Commission for Latin 
America (Petrdépolis, Brazil, 1953); and 
Chargé d’Affaires on special mission to 
Uruguay (1942), Guatemala (1949), and 
Colombia (1952). He has also served as 
special envoy to the presidential inaugura- 
tions in Mexico (1929), Ecuador (1934), 
Argentina (1946), Uruguay (1947), and 
Costa Rica (1953). 

The new Chilean Representative has been 
decorated by the Governments of Denmark 
(Dannebrog), Peru (Orden del Sol), Ecuador 
(Orden al Meérito), Colombia (Cruz de 
Boyacd), Paraguay (Orden al Mérito), and 
Mexico (Aguila Azteca). 


Decisions from April 21 to July 29, 1954: 


APPROVAL OF THE FINAL ACT OF THE 
TENTH INTER-AMERICAN CONFERENCE IN 
ENGLISH, FRENCH, AND PorTUGUESE.—At 
the Tenth Inter-American Conference, only 
the Spanish text of its Final Act was ap- 
proved and signed, pursuant to Article 65 
of the Regulations of the Inter-American 
Conference, which provides that the final 
act that is signed shall be drafted in the 
language of the country in which the Con- 
ference meets. 


1 Decisions adopted during this period that do not appear in 
this section are published in other sections, depending on the 
organ of the oas to which they refer. 
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A committee of the Council, composed of 
members of the delegations from Brazil, 
Colombia, Haiti, and the United States, was 
appointed to prepare and coordinate the 
texts of the Final Act in the other three 
official languages, in compliance with the 
provisions of Article 66 of the Regulations 
of the Conference, which reads as follows: 


After the Conference is over, the Council of the 
Organization of American States shall appoint a 
committee of four of its members representing the 
official languages, so that, as soon as possible, and 
with the help of the competent offices of the Pan 
American Union, the Final Act may be translated 
into the other three official languages ard the 
resulting texts coordinated. After the versions are 
approved by the Council of the Organization, they 
shall be considered as the official and authentic 
texts of the Final Act. The Pan American Union 
shall publish the several versions of the Final Act 
and shall send certified copies to the Member 
States of the Organization of American States. 


Although only the Spanish text of the 
Final Act was signed at the Conference of 
Caracas, the Style Committee of the Con- 
ference revised the translations made by the 
Secretariat and prepared provisional texts 
thereof in the other three languages. Those 
provisional texts were extremely helpful to 
the Council committee in the preparation of 
the official texts of the Final Act. The tech- 
nical offices of the Pan American Union also 
cooperated with the committee in its work. 

At the meeting of the Council held on 
May 19, the committee presented the 
English, French, and Portuguese texts of 
the Final Act for approval. It was found, 
however, that various members of the 
Council wished to suggest changes in those 
texts. In order that they might do so, it was 
agreed to return the texts to the committee, 
where proposed changes could be discussed. 

As a result of this re-examination, the 
committee made various changes in the 
above-mentioned texts, which it submitted 
once more to the Council, together with a 
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report,? on June 2, 1954. On receiving these 
documents, the Council adopted the follow- 
ing resolution:

INTER-AMERICAN CONFERENCE.—T wo of the 
resolutions of the Tenth Inter-American 
Conference that were referred to the Com- 
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mittee on Juridical-Political Matters of the | 
oas Council were Resolution XCIX (Posg. 
bility of Revising the American Treaty oy 
Pacific Settlement) and Resolution C (Inter. 
American Court of Justice).5 

Resolution XCIX recommends that those 
member states of the Organization Wishing 
to do so ratify the American Treaty on 
Pacific Settlement as promptly as possible 
and that the Council of the Organization 
conduct an inquiry among the member 
states for the purpose of ascertaining the 
advisability of, and the appropriate oppor. 
tunity for, proceeding to revise that Treaty. 
If the replies of the member states to the 
inquiry reveal a desire to revise the Treaty, 
the Inter-American Council of Jurists and 
its permanent committee, the Inter-Amer- 
ican Juridical Committee, are to study the | 
possibility of revising the Treaty and formu- | 
late preliminary drafts of the various texts 
which may be expected to be accepted, con- 
sidering the minutes and other documents 
produced during the consideration of this 
matter by the Tenth Conference. Finally, 
the resolution provides that the results of 
the studies made by the Council of Jurists 
and the Juridical Committee shall be trans- 
mitted to the Council of the Organization so 
that a report and the pertinent proposals 
may be prepared, which shall then be sub- 
mitted to the Eleventh Inter-American Con- 
ference for consideration. 

Resolution C recommends that the Coun- 
cil of the Organization ascertain the position 
of each of the member states with respect to 
the idea of constituting an Inter-American 
Court of Justice and that, if a majority 
should favor the project, the Council of 
Jurists and the Juridical Committee prepare 
a preliminary draft statute for the Court,

Salvador and the minutes and other docu- 
ments produced during the examination of 
this matter by the Conference. 

For the purpose of starting the inquiry 
and investigation referred to in these two 
resolutions, which must be made before the 
latter are carried out, the Committee on 
Juridical-Political Matters prepared a re- 
port® analyzing the provisions of the two 
resolutions and recommending that the re- 
port, together with the texts of the resolu- 
tions themselves and the necessary back- 
ground material, be transmitted to the 
governments through their Representatives 
on the Council, in order that each govern- 
ment might express its opinion on the 
matters dealt with by the inquiries. The 
committee further stated in its report that 
it would be desirable to learn the opinions 
of the governments within three months. 

The Council of the Organization approved 
the report at its meeting on June 16, 1954, 
and adopted the following resolution with 
reference thereto:

REQUEST FROM THE DELEGATION OF 
Costa Rica.—At the meeting of the Council

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the Council to convoke the Commission of 
Investigation and Conciliation provided for 
in Chapter III of the American Treaty on 
Pacific Settlement, to investigate a matter 
involving that Republic and the Republic of 
Nicaragua. No action was taken thereon in 
view of the statements made by the Repre- 
sentatives of those two Republics, from 
which it appeared that the matter could be 
considered by means of direct negotiations. 


CooPERATIVE RELATIONS WITH SEMI- 
OFFICIAL AND NONGOVERNMENTAL ORGANI- 
ZATIONS.—On April 4, 1952, the Council of 
the Organization approved the standards 
and procedures to be applied by the Council 
and its organs in concluding agreements or 
special cooperative agreements with non- 
governmental organizations requesting the 
establishment of such relations.’ While those 
standards are designed to be applied prin- 
cipally when dealing with nongovernmental 
organizations, they have also served in prac- 
tice as a guide in the consideration of re- 
quests made by semiofficial organizations. 

The 1952 standards provide for the estab- 
lishment of two types of relations: general 
and special. 

Special relations are those established 
through an agreement for the purpose of 
carrying out projects of common interest 
within the competence of both organizations 
and to which both can make a special con- 
tribution. Examples of such relations are 
those that have been established by means 
of special agreements with two semiofficial 
organizations, the Inter-American Statistical 
Institute and the Pan American Railway 
Congress Association. 

In regard to general relations, the stand- 
ards provide that organizations with which 
these relations are established shall have the 
right to receive regularly the publications of 
the Organization of American States and to 
address communications to the Organization

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on any matter in which they are interested. 
The standards also refer to the possibility 
offered these organizations of sending repre- 
sentatives to meet with the committees or 
organs of the Council. They make it clear, 
however, that such a privilege will be granted 
only in certain cases and as a result of a 
decision thereon. General cooperative rela- 
tions can be established by means of an 
exchange of notes between the Secretary 
General of the Organization and the au- 
thorized representative of the other organiza- 
tion. Thus far, such relations have been 
established with the following seven organi- 
zations: the Inter-American Federation of 
Automobile Clubs, the Inter-American Hotel 
Association, the Inter-American Boy Scout 
Advisory Committee, the Catholic Inter- 
national Union for Social Service, the Inter- 
national Road Federation, the American 
Road Builders’ Association, and the Inter- 
American Council of Commerce and Produc- 
tion. 

In the course of various meetings held in 
the spring of 1954, the Council’s Committee 
on Inter-American Organizations made a 
study of the manner in which the aforesaid 
standards and procedures had been applied 
in the two-year period since their adoption, 
and of the results obtained through the use 
of those rules. When the committee con- 
ducted this study, it gave considerable atten- 
tion to the procedures followed in establish- 
ing relations, particularly those of a general 
nature. 

In a report? dated June 8, 1954, the 
committee presented the following conclu- 
sions and observations regarding this ques- 
tion: 

...{[The committee has] reached the conclu- 
sion that, inasmuch as the general relations pro- 
vided for in the standards are, in the majority of 


cases, for two basic purposes only, to receive the 
publications of the Organization and to have the

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right to address communications to the Organiza- 
tion, due consideration may be given them without 
the need of following the long procedure estab- 
lished by the standards. In the opinion of the 
committee, the Secretary General should be 
authorized to study the requests that do not re- 
quire the conclusion of agreements or special ar- 
rangements, and empowered, if the said requests 
can be satisfied by applying the provisions set 
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standards in force, to make the publications of the 
General Secretariat available to the said organiza- 
tions and to discuss matters of common interest 
with them. 

The requests that have in view the establish- 
ment of relations of greater scope should follow the 
procedure established in the standards approved 
by the Council on April 4, 1952. In other words, 
they should be referred to the Committee on Inter- 
American Organizations, so that it might study 
the type of relations desired. The committee, in 
turn, should consult with the respective technical 
organ of the Council and present the appropriate 
report to the Council of the Organization for its 
definitive approval. 


The new procedures now recommended by this 
committee are based on experience and should not 
affect the cooperative relations established here- 
tofore. They should be applied only to future re- 
quests, so as to avoid the long, slow process that 
it is now necessary to follow in establishing such 
relations and make it easier to attain the objec- 
tives sought by these standards: namely, to stimu- 
late interest in the Organization of American 
States and to encourage semiofficial and non- 
governmental organizations to participate in its 
work. 


The report of the Committee on Inter- 
American Organizations was discussed by 
the Council of the Organization on June 16, 
1954, and approved with the following 
resolution suggested therein: 


The Council of the Organization of American 
States, 

HavING SEEN the report on agreements and 
cooperative relations with semiofficial and non- 
governmental organizations, submitted by the 
Committee on Inter-American Organizations, 
RESOLVES: 

To authorize the Secretary General to study the 
requests of semiofficial and nongovernmental or- 
ganizations dealing with cooperative relations 
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that do not require the conclusion of agreements 
or special arrangements, and to empower hin, if 
the said requests can be satisfied by applying the 
provisions set forth in Article VII, paragraph 
1(a) and (b) of the standards in force, to advise 
those organizations that the General Secretariat 
will make its publications available to them and 
will be glad to discuss matters of common interest 
with them. 


New MEMBER OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE 
Leo 8S. Rowe Pan AMERICAN FunpD.—At 
the meeting of the Council of the oas held 
on May 19, 1954, the Representative of El 
Salvador and Chairman of the Council, 
Dr. Héctor David Castro, announced that 
his multiple duties both as Chairman and 
as a member of various committees made it 
necessary for him to withdraw from the 
Committee on the Leo S. Rowe Pan Ameri- 
can Fund. 

At the suggestion of Dr. Castro, the Coun- 
cil appointed the Peruvian Representative, 
Dr. Juan Bautista de Lavalle, to succeed 
him on that committee. 


TRIBUTE TO THE CASA DE LA CULTURA 
EcuATORIANA.—At its meeting of May 19, 
1954, the Council of the Organization 
adopted the following resolution proposed 
by the Representative of Honduras, Dr. 
Rafael Heliodoro Valle: 


Wuereas: The Casa de la Cultura Ecuatoriana 
(Center of Ecuadorian Culture) celebrates this 
year its tenth anniversary; 

Its activities as an autonomous institution 
have earned the approval of all American scholars, 
as has, in particular, its great contribution to in- 
tellectual cooperation, which is so difficult to 
achieve, demonstrating that it is worthily serving 
the inter-American cause, 

The Council of the Organization of American

RESOLVES: 

1. To express to the Casa de la Cultura Ecua- 
toriana its appreciation of the intellectual work 
that it has accomplished for the benefit of our 
Hemisphere. 

2. To request the Secretary General of the 
Organization to transmit this resolution to the 
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Director of the Casa de la Cultura Ecuatoriana 
in Quito. 

GREETINGS TO Dr. JAIME TORRES 
Bopvet.—Dr. Jaime Torres Bodet, eminent 
Mexican statesman and former Director- 
General of the United Nations Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organization (UNEs- 
co), visited Washington, for reasons of health, 
toward the middle of 1954. At the meeting 
of the Council of the Organization held on 
June 2, 1954, the Representative of Uruguay, 
Dr. José A. Mora, proposed that the Council, 
through its Chairman, send greetings to Dr. 
Torres Bodet. 

Dr. Mora’s proposal was couched in the 
following terms: 


In recalling the truly outstanding work of this 
citizen of the Americas in behalf of the ideals of 
Pan Americanism and the cultural values of the 
New World, I especially wish to point out that he 
was among the most brilliant participants in draft- 
ing the Charter of Bogota, and later performed 
excellent service in UNESCO, where he succeeded 
in demonstrating that the Americas are capable of 
guiding the cultural action of the entire world. I 
take the liberty of recalling these circumstances 
as a prologue to suggesting, with the Council’s 
concurrence, that a message be sent through our 
Chairman to Dr. Jaime Torres Bodet, so that, in 
his sojourn in Washington, he may once more 
receive the expression of the constant considera- 
tion and high esteem in which he is held by us all. 


In accordance with this proposal, the 
Chairman of the Council appointed a com- 
mittee, composed of the Representatives of 
Honduras, Mexico, Nicaragua, Peru, and 
Uruguay, to visit Dr. Torres Bodet in the 
name of the Council. 


Protocolary Meetings 


In the course of the period covered by this 
number, the Council of the Organization of 
American States held two protocolary meet- 
ings. The first took place on June 19, when 
the Council was privileged to receive His 
Excellency the Minister of Foreign Affairs 
of Peru, Dr. Ricardo Rivera Schreiber. The

which the Council formally welcomed the 
new Secretary General of the Organization, 
Dr. Carlos DAvila, who took office three days 
later.

AGENDA AND OPENING DATE OF THE 
MeetiING OF MINISTERS OF FINANCE OR 
EcoNoMy AS THE FourTH EXTRAORDINARY 
MEETING OF THE Councit.—The Tenth 
Inter-American Conference convoked, in 
Resolution LXVI,? a Meeting of Ministers 
of Finance or Economy of the member 
countries of the Organization of American 
States, which would be, at the same time, 
the Fourth Extraordinary Meeting of the 
Inter-American Economic and Social Coun- 
cil. The Meeting was to take place in Rio de 
Janeiro, during the fourth quarter of 1954, 
on the date mutually agreed upon by the 
Economic and Social Council and the Bra- 
zilian government. 

The afore-mentioned resolution also pro- 
vided that the Council should be responsible 
for the organization and operation of the 
Meeting and for the preparation of docu- 
ments. It also set forth the provisional 
agenda of the Meeting, and requested the 
member states to submit their observations, 
not later than May 31, 1954, to the Inter- 
American Economie and Social Council, 
which would take them into consideration 
before approving the definitive agenda. The 
provisional agenda comprised the following 
points: 


a) International Trade 
Prices and markets 
Restrictions on trade 
Promotion of trade 

b) Economic Development 
Programming

The Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council met on April 8 and 9 to discuss 
measures to be taken to carry out the task 
assigned to it by the afore-mentioned resolu- 
tion, and resolved, among other things, to 
establish an ad hoc committee in charge of 
the preparations for the meeting. The text 
of the resolution (No. 11/54) adopted is 
quoted below: 


The Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council, 

HAVING SEEN Resolution LXVI of the Tenth 
Inter-American Conference, 

RESOLVES: 

1. To inform the Council of the Organization of 
American States that the Inter-American Eco- 
nomic and Social Council has begun compliance 
with Resolution LXVI of the Tenth Inter-Ameri- 
can Conference convening a Meeting of Ministers 
of Finance or Economy of the countries members 
of the Organization of American States, a gather- 
ing that will be the Fourth Extraordinary Meeting 
of the Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council. The Meeting will take place in the fourth 
quarter of 1954, the exact date to be mutually 
agreed upon by the Inter-American Economic and 
Social Council and the government of the host 
country. 

2. To request the governments, through their 
representatives on the Inter-American Economic 
and Social Council, to prepare before May 31, 
1954, pursuant to paragraph 5 of Resolution LXVI 
approved at the Tenth Inter-American Confer- 
ence, their observations on the provisional agenda 
given in the aforesaid resolution so that, during 
the first fortnight of June 1954, the Council may 
approve the definitive agenda for the said Meeting. 

3. To appoint an ad hoc committee of seven 
members, which shall be responsible for all mat- 
ters related to the organization and operation of 
the Meeting and the preparation of the documents 
therefor. The ad hoc committee shall keep the 
Economic and Social Council regularly informed 
of its work. 
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4. To entrust to the Secretariat a study of the 
personnel and funds needed to hold the meeting. 
The Secretariat shall keep the Inter-American 
Economic and Social Council informed of its 
needs, so that they may be presented to the Coun- 
cil of the oas, in compliance with the provisions of 
Resolution LXVI (9) of the Tenth Inter-American 
Conference. 

5. To request from the Secretary-General of the 
United Nations, through the Secretary General of 
the Organization of American States, the collabo- 
ration of the Secretariat of the Economic Commis- 
sion for Latin America both in the preparations 
for and during the course of the meeting. Likewise 
to request, through the Chairman of the Inter- 
American Economic and Social Council, the col- 
laboration and assistance of the International 
Bank for Reconstruction and Development, the 
International Monetary Fund, and other inter- 
national agencies whose activities are related to 
the agenda of the meeting. 


The ad hoc Committee established in ac- 
cordance with paragraph 3 of the foregoing 
resolution was officially named ‘ad hoc 
Committee on Preparations for the Meeting 
of Ministers of Finance or Economy as the 
Fourth Extraordinary Meeting of the Inter- 
American Economic and Social Council”. 
Appointed as members were the Representa- 
tives on the Council from Brazil (Chairman), 
Argentina (Rapporteur), Chile, Costa Rica, 
Panama, the United States, and Venezuela. 
From April 12 to June 24, 1954, the ad hoc 
Committee held 21 meetings, during which 
various delegations, not on the Committee, 
gave their assistance and collaboration. The 
Executive Secretary of the Council and the 
Chief, and other staff members, of the 
Division of Economic Research of the Pan 
American Union served in an advisory 
capacity. The Committee also received the 
collaboration of the Principal Director in 
charge of the Executive Secretariat of the 
Economic Commission for Latin America, 
which offered its help in the preparation of 
documents dealing with problems to be 
discussed by the Meeting. 
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DEFINITIVE AGENDA 


The ad hoc Committee on Preparations 
began its work by making a careful study of 
the tasks assigned to it by the resolution (No. 
11/54) which provided for its establishment, 
It proceeded to draft the agenda of the Meet- 


ing, using as a basis the provisional agenda — 
contained in Resolution LXVI of the Tenth | 


Inter-American Conference and keeping in 
mind the observations made by the govern- 
ments relative to that provisional version. 
Consequently, the committee prepared a 
draft agenda, which it submitted, together 
with a report,’ to the Council on June 24, 
1954. 

The Council approved the definitive 
agenda on July 1, 1954, after discussing sev- 
eral of its topics.

The report was studied by the Tenth 
Inter-American Conference which approved 
it ‘in general’’, in its Resolution XXXIV,° 
and recommended to the Economie and

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document’’, together with several additions 
which that meeting considered of special 
interest. In the aforesaid resolution, the 
Conference also recommended that the state- 
ments made by the representatives at the 
meetings of Subcommittee 3 of Committee 
III (Social Matters) be included in the 
report and that changes in wording recom- 
mended by the aforesaid Subcommittee be 
made in the published document. 

After the Tenth Inter-American Confer- 
ence, the Committee on Social Cooperation 
of the Economic and Social Council con- 
sidered details involved in the publication of 
the document. As a result of its work, the 
committee prepared a report® in which it 
recommends that the document be pub- 
lished and distributed by the Housing and 
Planning Division of the Pan American 
Union, and presents an outline for the or- 
ganization of the report, which takes into 
consideration the recommendations of the 
Tenth Conference.

MEMBERSHIP OF THE INTER-AMERICAN 
JurwicAL CoMMITTEE.—The Tenth Inter- 
American Conference selected the following 
countries to submit their respective panels 
of candidates to the Council of Jurists for 
membership on the Juridical Committee: 
Argentina, Brazil, Chile, Colombia, the 
Dominican Republic, Mexico, Peru, the 
United States, and Venezuela.’ The member- 
ship of the Committee, before the Confer- 
ence (and until election of new members by 
the Third Meeting of the Council of Jurists) 
was composed of jurists from all the coun- 
tries mentioned above except the Dominican 
Republic, which was not yet a member. Cuba 
and Bolivia, previously members of the 
Committee, were not re-elected by the 
Conference. 

In a gesture of cooperation, the Republic 
of Cuba decided to withdraw from the Com- 
mittee, so that the Dominican Republic 
could become a member of the Committee 
without having to wait for the Third Meet- 
ing of the Council of Jurists. This decision 
was communicated to the Council of the 
OAS by the Alternate Representative of 
Cuba, Dr. José T. Baron, in his note to the 
Chairman of that body, dated July 2, 1954.9 

At the meeting of July 27, the Council of 
the Organization took note of the aforesaid 
communication and accepted the resignation 
of Cuba, recording its appreciation for the 
important contribution of that country as a 
member of the Committee. On that occasion, 
the Council, at the suggestion of the Cuban 
Representative, elected the Dominican Re- 
public to fill the vacant post.

The Committee on Inter-American Con- 
ferences took note of a preliminary draft 
agenda for the Second Meeting of the Inter- 
American Cultural Council prepared by a 
working group of the Committee for Cul- 
tural Action.

POSTPONEMENT OF THE SECOND MEETING. 
—The Council of the Organization of Ameri- 
can States adopted a resolution on January 
25, 1954, setting October 4, 1954, as the 
opening date of the Second Meeting of the 
Inter-American Cultural Council, to take 
place in Sao Paulo, Brazil." When the 
Council chose this date, it took into con- 
sideration the fact that the next session of 
the General Conference of UNESCO was to 
begin on October 28 in Montevideo, and the 
advisability of coordinating the dates of the 
two meetings so that representatives who so 
desired could attend both. 

Subsequently, the Committee on Inter- 
American Conferences was informed that 
the next session of UNESCO’s General Con- 
ference had been postponed until November 
12, 1954. In view of these circumstances and 
so as to avoid having too long an interval 
between the close of the Second Meeting of 
the Cultural Council and the opening of the 
Conference of UNESCO, the committee de- 
cided to reconsider the meeting date for the 
Cultural Council. 

The Brazilian Representative on the oas 
Council informed the committee that his 
Government would be happy to have the 
Second Meeting of the Inter-American 
Cultural Council open on October 25, 1954, 
in Sao Paulo. This opening date was favor- 
ably recommended by the committee in a 
report!® to the Council of the Organization. 

On June 2, 1954, the Council considered 
the report of its Committee on Inter-Ameri- 
can Conferences and adopted the following 
resolution:

methods by which the Committee might 
contribute more effectively to the work of 
the Inter-American Cultural Council. 

As an initial step in carrying out the tasks 
assigned to it, the special committee drafted 
aseries of principles, standards, and suges- 
tions that, in its opinion, should govern the 
organization and functioning of the Commit- 
tee for Cultural Action, the activities of the 
Secretariat of the Committee, and the 
cooperative relations that should exist be- 
tween the Committee and the said Secre- 
tariat. These principles and standards were 
fully discussed at meetings attended by the 
Chairman of the Committee for Cultural 
Action, who agreed to the final text of those 
standards and principles. 

It was found that adoption of the afore- 
said principles and standards would necessi- 
tate reconsideration and amendment of the 
Statutes of the Cultural Council, particu- 
larly in the chapters referring to the Com- 
mittee for Cultural Action and its Secre- 
tariat. In studying these chapters, the special 
committee considered the observations pre- 
sented in writing by the Committee for

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Cultural Action and the viewpoints and 
opinions expressed by the Chairman of that 
Committee at meetings of the special com- 
mittee which he attended. On the basis of its 
study, the special committee prepared draft 
amendments to certain articles of the Stat- 
utes, primarily designed to establish in 
clearer and more precise terms the functions 
that had been assigned to the Committee for 
Cultural Action, the position it occupies 
with respect to the Inter-American Cultural 
Council, and the relations that should exist 
between that Committee and its Secretariat. 

Finally, the Committee on the Organs of 
the Council prepared a report?’ summarizing 
its work on this matter and presenting the 
following documents in the form of appen- 
dices: (1) Principles and standards that should 
govern the organization and functioning of the 
Committee for Cultural Action; and (2) Pro- 
posed changes in the Statutes of the Inter- 
American Cultural Council... . 

The Council took cognizance of this report 
at its meeting of July 23, 1954, and adopted 
the following resolution: 

The Council of the Organization of American 
States, 

HAVING SEEN the report on Resolution Lui of 
the Tenth Inter-American Conference (Document 
C-i-225-E, Rev. 1), submitted by the Committee 
on the Organs of the Council, 

RESOLVES: 

1. To approve provisionally the Principles and 

standards that should govern the organization and 


functioning of the Committee for Cultural Action. 


2. To transmit to the Second Meeting of the 
Inter-American Cultural Council the Proposed 
changes in the Statutes of the . . . Council, prepared 
by the Committee on the Organs of the Council, 
so that the Cultural Council, acting pursuant to 
Article 62 of the Charter of the Organization, ean 
present its points of view with regard to the pro- 
posed changes. 


The standards and principles approved 
provisionally in the first paragraph of the 
foregoing resolution read as follows:

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PRINCIPLES AND STANDARDS THATSHOULD GOVERN 
THE ORGANIZATION AND FUNCTIONING OF THE 
COMMITTEE FOR CULTURAL ACTION 


The study of the organization and functioning 
of the Committee for Cultural Action, which was 
entrusted to the Council of the Organization in 
Resolution LIII of the Tenth Inter-American 
Conference, might result in the reaffirmation of 
certain basic principles and the formulation of 
various general standards and various suggestions 
designed to help fulfill the objectives sought by 
that resolution. Taking the various aspects of the 
problem in the order in which this committee [on 
the Organs of the Council] decided to study them, 
the following points are suggested. 


PURPOSES AND FUNCTIONS OF THE COMMITTEE FOR 
CULTURAL ACTION 


1. As established in the Charter, the Committee 
for Cultural Action shall function as the perma- 
nent committee of the Inter-American Cultural 
Council, for the purpose of preparing any studies 
that the latter assigns to it. With respect to these 
studies the Council shall have the final decision. 

2. To help the Committee perform its functions, 
the Inter-American Cultural Council should estab- 
lish clearly and precisely the tasks it agrees to 
entrust to the Committee, and also the criterion 
to be followed in establishing priorities in the 
preparation of its studies. 

3. Under this criterion, the Committee for Cul- 
tural Action should be allowed as much freedom as 
possible in the organization of its work, taking into 
account its general program, the length of time 
estimated for each project, and the resources and 
work program of the Secretariat. 

4. A report might be made on the status of the 
Committee’s work still in progress when a Meeting 
of the Inter-American Cultural Council is held, 
whether because the period of time set for such 
work was longer than the interval between meet- 
ings or because it required more detailed study, 
and the Committee for Cultural Action might 
state whether, in its opinion, such projects should 
be continued. 

5. Since the Charter clearly stipulates that the 
function of the Committee for Cultural Action is 
to prepare the studies that the Inter-American 
Cultural Council assigns to it, the latter organ 
should be recognized as the normal agency to 
decide what activities the Committee for Cultural 
Action is to carry out. 

Therefore no other organ of the Organization 
should assign activities directly to the Committee 
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for Cultural Action, but all other organs should 
make their recommendations through the Inter. 
American Cultural Council. Such a procedure

SECRETARIAT 

7. As provided in the Charter and other exist- 
ing instruments, the Department of Cultural 
Affairs, in addition to its functions as part of the 
Pan American Union, is the Secretariat of the 


Inter-American Cultural Council and its perma- | 


nent committee, the Committee for Cultural Ac- 
tion. 

8. All the facilities of the Department of Cul- 
tural Affairs, whether administrative or technical, 
are at the disposal of the Committee for Cultural 
Action. To that end the Director of the Depart- 
ment of Cultural Affairs shall take the necessary 
measures to maintain adequate permanent secre- 
tariat services at the headquarters of the Com- 
mittee for Cultural Action and shall provide any 
additional services that the Committee requires 
to meet special needs. 

9. The technical and administrative resources 


of the Department of Cultural Affairs that the | 


Committee for Cultural Action believes it will 
need in preparing the preliminary technical stud- 


ies it agreed to make, shall be at the disposal of |

10. The Department of Cultural Affairs shall 
give a high priority to the work program of the 
Committee for Cultural Action, and, therefore, 
the requests for technical cooperation that it re- 
ceives from the Committee should be attended to 
as promptly as possible. 

COORDINATION 

11. To ensure the coordination referred to in 
Resolution LIII, 3, 6, of the Tenth Inter-American 
Conference, the Committee for Cultural Action 
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must be able to count on the close collaboration 
and the finest cooperation of the Department of 
Cultural Affairs. To achieve that purpose the 
following would be desirable. 

a) When the work program of the Committee 
for Cultural Action is being prepared, the 
Executive Secretary of the Inter-American 
Cultural Council should inform the Com- 
mittee as to the facilities the Secretariat 
can provide until the next Meeting of the 
aforesaid Council. To that end, the Execu- 
tive Secretary of the Council might attend

cusses this matter, and, for his part, the 
Chairman of the Committee or another of 
its members might visit the Pan American 
Union when special circumstances so re- 
quire. 

On the basis of such information or possible 
visits, a list should be prepared naming the 
studies that the Committee has entrusted 
or wishes to entrust to the Department 
and indicating the approximate dates on 
which those studies should be completed.

Resignation of the Secretary General of the 
Organization 


In the course of the Tenth Inter-American 
Conference, the Secretary General of the 
Organization of American States, Dr. Al- 
berto Lleras, delivered a speech in which he 
announced his intention of withdrawing 
from the important post to which the Coun- 
cil of the Organization had elected him on 
May 18, 1948.! 

His formal resignation was submitted to 
the Council of the Organization after the 
Conference in the terms of the following note 
addressed to the Chairman of the Council 
on April 6, 1954: 


My pear Mr. CHAIRMAN: 

On May 18, 1948, the Council elected me to be 
Secretary General of the Organization of American 
States for a ten-year term. Previous to that date 
I had been serving as Director General of the Pan 
American Union, a post to which I was elected by 
the Governing Board in 1947. Next June I shall 
have been in the service of the Organization for a 
period of seven years. 

During the meeting of the Tenth Inter-Ameri- 
can Conference at Caracas, I announced my in- 
tention of submitting my resignation to the Coun- 
cil upon arriving in Washington. On that occasion, 
I set forth the reasons that I believed made it 
necessary and desirable that I be replaced in a post 
I had served with constant support and fullest 
cooperation from the member governments and 
their Representatives on the Council. I took the 
liberty of making this announcement in view of the 
fact that the Ninth International Conference of 
American States had adopted a resolution (XLI) 
transmitting to the Council the desire of the 
American states that Dr. William Manger and I 
be appointed to fill the posts of Secretary General 
and Assistant Secretary General, established pur- 
suant to the Charter of the Organization. 

In consequence, I most respectfully petition 
Your Excellency to kindly transmit to the Council 
my resignation from the post of Secretary General

possible, it be considered effective on August 1 of 
this year. 

At this time, I should like to express once again | 
to the Council and to each of its members my 
deepest appreciation for the cooperation that || 
have officially received in the discharge of my 
duties, and—needless to say—for the most gen: | 
erous and gratifying consideration they have con- 
stantly shown me with the utmost sincerity. 

In the new era which lies ahead for the Organi- 
zation, as strengthened by the Caracas meeting, | 
shall be following the efforts of the Council and 
offering, as a private citizen, such contributions as 
I can make to its worthy endeavors, always di- | 
rected to the advancement of harmonious rela. | 
tions and cooperation among the peoples of the 
Americas.

In the discharge of his duty, Dr. Lleras Ca- 
margo performed a work of far-reaching impor- 
tance in the General Secretariat of the Organiza- 
tion the outstanding examples of which are the 
reorganization of the services and publications 
of the Pan American Union and the directing 


Cooperation; and 

It is the duty of organizations to express their 
appreciation and esteem of those who have been 
able to serve them intelligently, loyally, and 
effectively, 

The Council of the Organization of American

RESOLVES: 

1. To express to Dr. Alberto Lleras Camargo its 
appreciation for the very valuable services he has 
rendered the Organization and its General Secre- 
tariat, the Pan American Union. 

2. To extend a vote of thanks to him for the 
admirable work he has accomplished and express 
the hope that the Organization may continue to 
receive the benefit of his experience and enlighten- 
ment.

Election of the New Secretary General 


Included in the above-mentioned report 
of the General Committee was a second draft 
resolution, setting a date for the election of a 
new Secretary General. This second pro- 
posal, also approved on May 5, reads as 
follows: 

WueEreas: The Council, by a resolution of this 
date, has accepted the resignation of Dr. Alberto 
Lleras Camargo as Secretary General of the Or- 
ganization; and 

Article 79 of the Charter provides that, in the 
event of a vacancy in the office of Secretary Gen- 
eral, the Council shall, within the next 90 days, 
elect a successor to fill the office for the remainder 
of the term, 

The Counctl of the Organization of American 
States 
RESOLVES: 

That the election of the Secretary General of 
the Organization to fill the office for the remainder 
of the term that expires on May 17, 1958, will take 
place at the regular meeting of the Council to be 
held on Wednesday, June 16, 1954. 


Pursuant to this resolution, the Council 
proceeded to elect a new Secretary General 
at its meeting of June 16, 1954. Dr. Carlos 
Davila, distinguished Chilean statesman and 
journalist, was elected on the first ballot, 
receiving 17 votes to four which were cast in 
favor of Dr. Otilio Ulate, former President 
of the Republic of Costa Rica. At the pro- 
posal of the Costa Rican Representative, the 
members of the Council rose to their feet to 
signify the election, by acclamation, of “one 
of the outstanding figures not only of Chile 
but of all the American Continent’’. 


Establishment of a Special Fund for Publi- 
cations on Fundamental Education 


In July 1950 the Organization of American 
States and the United Nations Educa- 
tional, Scientific and Cultural Organization 
(unEsco) concluded a special Agreement for 
the purpose of conducting a joint program 
of fundamental education for Latin Amer- 
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ica. Under the terms of the Agreement, 
which will expire on December 31, 1954, 
there was established in the Division of Edu- 
cation of the Pan American Union an 
autonomous service known as the Latin 
American Fundamental Education Press, 
which was charged, among other duties, with 
preparing and publishing a series of literacy 
pamphlets designed for use in the Latin 
American countries. 

To cover the costs of the program, the 
Pan American Union has been making an 
annual contribution of $100,000, of which 
$60,000 is used for the Fundamental Educa- 
tion Press. The remaining $40,000 are as- 
signed to a Latin American Fundamental 
Education Center maintained by the two 
Organizations in Patzcuaro, Mexico, most of 
whose costs are defrayed by UNESCO. 

The Latin American Fundamental Educa- 
tion Press has published a large number of 
pamphlets, which are sold at cost to the 
governments and educational institutions of 
Latin America for use in literacy campaigns. 
These pamphlets have been well received; 12 
of the pamphlets have had such a demand 
that new editions have had to be published 
to meet the requirements. In view of this 
need, and considering the advisability of 
distributing the pamphlets as widely as pos- 
sible, the Director of the Fundamental Edu- 
cation Press addressed a note, on April 15, 
1954, to the Secretary General of the oas, 
requesting that authority be sought from the 
Council of the Organization for depositing 
the proceeds derived from the sales of 
pamphlets in a special fund to be used in 
defraying the costs of reprints. 

This request of the Director of the Press 
was transmitted by the Secretary General to 
the Finance Committee of the oas Council, 
which made the following observations in a 
report! dated May 24:

The Committee on Publications and 
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Public Information discussed the subject at 
two of its meetings held during May 1954. 
In the course of these meetings, the commit- 
tee, considering the desirability of bringing 
up to date the Statements of a larger number 
of countries, if not of all, requested the 
Division of Law and Treaties to furnish it 
with an estimate of the additional expendi- 
tures that would be involved in publishing 
annually four revisions and 10 supplements, 
on the one hand, and four revisions and 
supplements for the remaining 16 countries, 
on the other. The figures furnished by the 
Division indicated that in the former in- 
stance the additional expenditures would be 
$3,600 and, in the latter instance, they 
would amount to $8,620. The Division also 
suggested an intermediate plan for publish- 
ing four revisions and an average of 12 sup- 
plements, pointing out that some countries 
probably would not issue new legislation 
each year and that, if they did so, it would 
probably not be extensive. 

According to the estimates received, pub- 
lication of 10 supplements per year could be 
accomplished by engaging a temporary 
translator and typist, whereas the issuance 
of 16 supplements would make it necessary 
to employ this additional staff on a perma- 
nent basis. The intermediate plan for pub- 
ishing 12 supplements could be carried out 
with the help of contractual typing services, 
but a permanent translator would have to be 
added to the staff. 

When the Committee on Publications con- 
sidered the various plans and estimates sug- 
gested, it favored the plan for publishing 10 
annual supplements, using contractual ser- 
vices, at an additional cost of $3,600 a year. 
The Representative of Brazil stated, how- 
ever, that in his opinion the intermediate 
plan suggested by the Division of Law and 
Treaties was the most practical program and 
offered the greatest assurance of fulfilling 
the purposes of the series. Both opinions are 
recorded in the report® which was signed by

At the meeting of May 19, 1954, the Coun- 
cil of the Organization of American States 
received a report® from its Finance Com- 
mittee showing the status of quota payments 
and of special contributions, as of May 10, 
for the maintenance of the Pan American 
Union and of those Inter-American Special- 
ized Organizations whose quotas are paid 
through the Union, namely, the Pan Ameri- 
can Institute of Geography and History, the 
Inter-American Institute of Agricultural 
Sciences, the American International In- 
stitute for the Protection of Childhood, the 
Pan American Sanitary Bureau, and the 
Inter-American Indian Institute. Also ap- 
pended were statements of past-due quotas 
for the Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council and the Inter-American Commission

On a cost basis, the books of the Committee 
show corporate bonds in the amount of $389,115 
and preferred and common stocks of $531,550. At 
the end of the year, the market value of these 
securities was $207,087 in excess of the amounts 
carried on the books. In order to provide highly 
qualified management for the portfolio of stocks 
and bonds, the Committee continues to employ 
investment counsel. Throughout the year, there 
was close contact with the investment counsel in 
an effort to maintain the high calibre of invest- 
ments. Although there was a general decline in 
the market, as a whole, as between the beginning 
and the end of 1953, there was very little change 
in the quality, market value, and rate of return on 
securities under the jurisdiction of the Committee. 

The number of employees participating in the 
Plan increased during the year from 407 to 440. Of 
the latter, 364 are employees of the Pan American 
Union and 76 those of affiliated organizations.

Fifth Inter-American Travel Congress 


This Inter-American Specialized Confer- 
ence, which met in Panama City from June 
12 to 19, 1954, was attended by official 
delegations from 20 of the American repub- 
lics, as well as observers or representatives 
from numerous public agencies and private 
organizations interested in tourist travel. 

The Final Act of the Congress follows. 


FINAL ACT 


The Fourth Inter-American Travel Congress 
(Lima, Peru, 1952) agreed that the next Congress 
of the series should be held in Panama City, Pan- 
ama; and on February 3, 1954, the Council of the 
Organization of American States classified the 
Fifth Inter-American Travel Congresses as an 
Inter-American Specialized Conference. In view 
of these antecedents and under the terms of Article 
83 of the Charter of the oas, the General Secre- 
tariat of the said Organization was charged with 
the task of transmitting the convocation to the 
Fifth Congress and inviting the governments of 
the member states of the Organization to accredit 
their respective delegations, with instructions to 
meet at Panama City from June 10 to June 20, 
1954. The list of delegations and observers pre- 
cedes this Final Act. 

In accordance with the established procedure 
of the Organization of American States, the Reg- 
ulations and Agenda of the Congress were ap- 
proved by the Inter-American Economic and 
Social Council, in resolutions adopted on Febru- 
ary 25? and April 9, 1954,3 respectively. Articles 
6 and 11 of the Regulations entrusted the designa- 
tion of the Provisional President and the Secretary 
General of the Congress to the Government of 
Panama. That government accordingly appointed 
as Provisional President, Mr. Temistocles Diaz 
Quelquejeu, Minister of Agriculture, Commerce, 
and Industry; and, as Secretary General, Mr. 
Pablo Abad, Secretary of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of Panama.

In the course of the sessions held on June 16 
and 18, 1954, in the Salédn Bella Vista of the Hotel 
“El Panamd&’’, the messages that appear in Ap- 
pendix B were read. During these sessions, the 
Congress voted to accept the conclusions of the 
committees on information submitted to them for 
consideration and study; and, with respect to the 
draft proposals, it adopted the resolutions pre- 
sented below in the various numbered chapters 
and the ‘‘Miscellaneous Decisions and Votes’’ at 
the end of this Final Act. Included among the 
latter is a vote of appreciation to the Government 
and people of the Republic of Panama for the 
facilities provided in connection with the Congress 
and for the lavish and cordial hospitality extended 
toeach and every one of the delegations. 

At the plenary session of June 18, the city of 
San José, capital of the Republic of Costa Rica, 
was chosen by acclamation as the seat of the Sixth 
Inter-American Travel Congress, to be held in 
1956. 

The list of papers presented to the Congress 
for consideration is attached to this Final Act as 
Appendix C. 

At the formal closing session, which took place 
on June 19, 1954, from 3:30 to 4:30 in the afternoon, 
the Congress approved the minutes of the session 
held on the preceding day. Eloquent addresses 
were delivered on that occasion by Mr. Rodolfo 
Ulloa, Chairman of the Delegation of Costa Rica, 
and by Mr. Catalino Arrocha Graell, Minister of 
Government and Justice, as personal representa- 
tive of His Excellency Colonel José Antonio 
Remén Cantera, President of the Republic of 
Panama. 

The representative of the President of the Re- 
public of Panama then formally declared the ses- 
sions of the Fifth Inter-American Travel Congress 
closed.

1. To declare, as it hereby declares, that the 
Route of Balboa in his voyage of September and 
October 1513 that culminated in the discovery of 
the Pacific Ocean, or South Sea, is a ‘‘Tourist 
Attraction of Maximum Interest to the Western 
Hemisphere and the Entire World’’; and to so 
designate, in particular, the summit of the moun- 
tain from which he first sighted that sea, on the 
morning of September 25, and the place in the 
Gulf of San Miguel in Darien where, on September 
29, he took royal and actual possession of the 
waters, shores, islands, and lands of the ocean in 
the name of the Sovereigns of Spain. 
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2. To recommend to the American countries 
and to those in the area of the Pacific (the Philip- 
pines and Australiain particular), and also to Spain, 
the sponsor of that undertaking, that they furnish 
real and effective aid so that the inscription agreed 
upon by the Second Hispano-American Congress 
of Geography and History, held in Seville in 1914, 
can be placed on the summit of the mountain 
where the sea was sighted (on September 25); 
that there be added to this the Act of Possession 
drafted by Balboa; and that, at the place in the 
Gulf of San Miguel where he took posession of the 
sea (on September 29), a great commemorative 
monument be erected, worthy of his achievement, 
in which the Act of Possession drafted at that 
time shall likewise be inscribed: all of this to be 
done after these two places of historic importance 
have been established with reasonable certainty. 

3. To express appreciation for the many efforts 
that have been, and are being, made to determine 
with precision Balboa’s Route, especially those 
of the ‘“‘Leopold of Belgium’’ Expedition, which 
opened the field work for 1954, and those of ‘‘Oper- 
ation Balboa”’ of the 33rd Infantry Regiment of 
Fort Kobbe. 

4. To recommend that places on the Route of 
Balboa be given the widest possible publicity, 
and that all feasible transportation facilities be 
established, to the end that such places may be- 
come, as soon as possible, the ‘Tourist Attraction 
of Maximum Interest to the Western Hemisphere 
and the Entire World”’ that this Inter-American 
Travel Congress emphatically proclaims they 
should be.

RESERVATIONS 


UnirEp STATES OF AMERICA 

Upon signing the present Act the Delegation of 
the United States, in accordance with the stated 
policy of its Government, makes the following 
statement of its position as regards the Resolution 
IX of Chapter I of this Final Act (‘‘Personal 
Documents for Tourist Travel’’), and as regards 
all previous resolutions and documents of this and 
previous Inter-American Travel Congresses to 
which it refers directly or indirectly: The United 
States is in favor of removing unnecessary barriers 
to normal travel; it approves in general the 
principle of simplification and uniformity of 
travel documents and related carrier’s forms, 
within the possibilities of the nations concerned; 
it believes that no inter-American travel document 
has thus far been devised which would be more 
serviceable than a passport, which would be more 
readily issuable, or which would afford the govern- 
ment of the country of which the traveler is a 
national comparable means of safeguarding its 
national security; it recognizes the advantage of 
those countries in a position to do so waiving the 
requirements for passports or visas or other 
documentation; the United States can have no 
objection to the use of tourist cards by other 
countries, but any such card prepared for entry 
into the United States from countries other than 
Canada and Mexico must meet all requirements 
of a passport and bear a valid United States visa; 
it holds that bearers of United States passports, 


and visas in appropriate cases, should be extended 
the same privileges and consideration as persons 
of any other nation traveling to a given point with 
travel cards and with or without visas; it contends 
that in general there should be no discrimination 
against naturalized citizens of a country because 
of the country of their birth or original citizen- 
ship; it is opposed to measures or resolutions of 
these Congresses that may be interpreted as bind- 
ing commitments contrary to any member coun- 
try’s national policy; the United States Govern- 
ment does not contemplate that any substantial 
reduction in its passport and visa requirements 
will be possible in the foreseeable future. 


UniTEep States OF AMERICA 

Upon signing the present Act, and with refer- 
ence to Resolution XLVII of Chapter III, the 
Delegation of the United States of America de- 
sires to make clear that its Government cannot 
accept the responsibility, even by implication, of 
agreeing to supply extensive data to the Organiza- 
tion of American States, although such data may 
be obtained upon request; nor can it accept the 
obligation of controlling the final use that is made 
of loans or guarantees extended to the hotel in- 
dustry. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, in Panama City, on the 
nineteenth day of June of the year one thousand 
nine hundred and fifty-four, and pursuant to 
Article 37 of the Regulations, the chairmen of the 
delegations sign the present Final Act in the Span- 
ish text, which will be delivered by the Secretary 
General of the Congress to the representative of 
the Secretary General of the Organization of 
American States. In accordance with Article 38 
of the Regulations, the English, French, and Por- 
tuguese versions of the Final Act that are to serve 
as a basis for the official texts in those languages, 
as provided in Article 37 of the Regulations, will 
be forwarded by the Secretary General of the Con- 
gress, through the Ministry of Foreign Affairs of 
Panama, to the General Secretariat of the Organ- 
ization of American States, which will in turn send 
copies of the official texts, in the languages speci- 
fied by the Regulations and in compliance with 
Article 37 thereof, to the governments and to the 
appropriate international and inter-American 
organizations.

ORGANIZATION PLAN OF THE INTER-AMERICAN 

TRAVEL CONGRESSES 


CHAPTER I: THE CONGRESSES 
Meetings 


Article 1. The Inter-American Travel Con- 
gresses shall meet regularly every two years, if 
possible in each of the American countries in ro- 
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tation, the host country to be determined by the 
preceding Congress. They shall be consecutively 
numbered, continuing the sequence already estab- 
lished. 

Special Congresses may also be held, subject to 
the present organization plan, in the interval be- 
tween the regular Congresses, when so recom- 


mended by the Permanent Executive Committee 


or upon request of the governments of any five 
American countries. 
Aims 
Article 2. The aims of the Congresses shall be: 
a) To aid and promote, by all means at their 
disposal, the development and progress of 
tourist travel in the American Continent; 
b) To organize and encourage regular meet- 
ings of technicians and experts for the 
study of special problems related to tourist 
travel; 
To encourage the preparation of studies 
that will make possible the development of 
tourist travel, with due regard for existing 
over-all plans on a municipal, state (or 
provincial or departmental), regional, na- 
tional, or inter-American scale; 
d) To maintain close contact with the various 
governmental and private organizations 
directly interested in tourist travel, and 
strive to coordinate their activities; 
To foster the unification of laws and regu- 
lations concerning tourist travel; 
f) To take advantage of the cooperation 
offered by private enterprise through world 
and regional tourist-travel organizations 
having a consultative status with respect 
to the United Nations, and maintaining 
cooperative relations with the Organiza- 
tion of American States; 
To consider projects for technical assist- 
ance and cooperation; 
To disseminate information among all the 
American countries regarding progress 
achieved toward attaining the objectives 
of the Congresses; 
z) Toconsider, suggest, and sponsor, through 
the Organization of American States, the 
adoption of official agreements among the 
American governments, relating to tourist 
travel; 
To work toward improvement and uni- 
formity of administrative and financial 
procedures relating to tourist-travel serv- 
ices in the various American countries; 
k) To promote cooperative relationships with 
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similar world or regional organizations, 
either governmental or private, and to 
invite them to send observers to the Con- 
gresses; 

To serve as the principal advisory body to 
the Council of the Organization of Ameri- 
can States and the Inter-American Eco- 
nomic and Social Council in all matters 
related to tourism in the Hemisphere; and 
m) To do everything necessary to achieve the 

aims stated above. 


Relations with the Organization of 
American States 


Article 3. The Inter-American Travel Con- 
gresses are activities within the Organization of 
American States, as Specialized Conferences in 
accordance with Chapter XIV, Articles 93 and 94, 
and other pertinent articles of the Charter of the 
Organization of American States signed at the 
Ninth International Conference of American 
States, held in Bogotdé, from March 30 to May 2, 
1948. 

All matters coming within the province of the 
Inter-American Travel Congresses, shall be sub- 
ject, therefore, to the terms of the Charter of the 
Organization of American States. 


Convocation of Meetings, and Quorum 


Article 4. The Congresses shall be called by the 
Organization of American States. The legal 
quorum for the meetings shall be a majority of 
the official delegations of the American countries, 
and their resolutions shall be valid when approved 
by a simple majority of the official delegations 
present. 


Organization of the Congresses 


Article 5. The Plenary Assembly shall be the 
supreme authority of the Congresses, within the 
scope of the Charter of the Organization of Ameri- 
can States, and shall be composed of : 

a) Official delegates: representatives appointed 
by the governments of the American 
countries; 

b) The members of the Permanent Executive 
Committee and the chairmen of the Tech- 
nical Committees; 

c) The Secretary General of the Organization of 
American States or his designated repre- 
sentative; 

d) Special observers: representatives of inter- 
national agencies, whether governmental 
or nongovernmental, which are interested 
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in tourist travel and have a consultative 


status with respect to the United Nations 


or maintain cooperative relations with the! 


Organization of American States; and 
Observers: representatives of public or 
private institutions concerned with tourist 
travel, technical specialists in the various 
phases of tourist travel, and other persons 
invited by the Organizing Committee of 
the Congress.

The official languages of the Congresses and 
their organs are English, French, Portuguese, 
and Spanish. 


Right to Speak and to Vote at the Congresses and 
Their Committee Meetings 


Article 6. At the Congresses: 

a) Official delegates as defined in clause a) of 
Article 5, above, shall be entitled to speak 
and to vote, each country being entitled 
to a single vote;

Officers of the Congresses 

Article 7. The Organizing Committee of each 
Congress shall be appointed by the government of 
the host country, which shall likewise appoint the 
Secretary General of the Congress. 

Each Congress, as its first order of business, 
shall elect its President and one Vice President for 
each of the official delegations other than the 
President’s, all of whom shall hold office until the 
Congress adjourns. These officers shall constitute 
the Steering Committee, which shall have the 
authority to name the chairmen and rapporteurs 
of the working committees of the Congress. 

The Chairman of the Permanent Executive 
Committee shall preside over the inaugural 
meeting of each Congress until officers of the Con- 
gress are elected at the same meeting. 
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Agenda and Regulations of the Congresses 


Article 8. The agenda for each Congress shall 
be prepared by the Permanent Executive Com- 
mittee and submitted to the Inter-American Eco- 
nomic and Social Council, which is responsible 
under Article 94 of the oas Charter for preparing 
the definitive version. The latter shall be sub- 
mitted to the governments of the American 
countries, six months in advance of the opening 


| date of the Congress, through the Permanent 


Secretariat, which shall send copies at the same 
time to the Organizing Committee of the Con- 
gress. 

The regulations of the Congresses, which shall 
conform to the present organization plan, shall be 


| prepared in the same manner as the agenda, and

Order of Business in the Congresses 


Article 9. Each Congress, besides dealing with 
the basic topics of the agenda, shall decide on the 


' following matters of internal organization, which 


will be set forth in a special section of the agenda: 

a) Designation of the five countries to form 
the Permanent Executive Committee; 

b) Consideration of the report of the outgoing 
Permanent Executive Committee; 

c) Consideration of the reports of the Tech- 
nical Committees, to be submitted through 
the Permanent Executive Committee; 

d) Consideration of the report of the Per- 
manent Secretary; 

e) Selection of the seat of the next Congress; 
and 

f) Other organizational matters relating to 
the aims of the Congresses as defined in 
Article 2, above, which the Permanent 
Executive Committee may decide to in- 
clude. 


Miscellaneous Provisions 


Article 10. All reports and proposals shall be 
submitted at least two months prior to the opening 
date of the Congress, one copy to be sent to the 
Permanent Secretariat and another to the Organ- 
izing Committee of the Congress. The reports of 
the Permanent Executive Committee and of the 
Permanent Secretariat shall be forwarded to the 
governments at least one month before the date 
set for the Congress. 

If the country designated as the seat of the 
Congress is unable to have the meeting held there, 
it shall so notify the Permanent Executive Com- 


mittee and the Permanent Secretariat six months 
before the date set for the Congress, so that the 
selection of another country as the seat may be 
considered. 

The expenses involved in organizing and con- 
ducting the Congress shall be borne by the host 
country. 


CHAPTER II: PERMANENT EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


Article 11. The Permanent Executive Commit- 
tee shall be composed of specialists representing 
the governments of five countries which shall be 
designated at each Congress by a simple majority. 
The country designated to act as host for the next 
Congress shall be one of the members of the Com- 
mittee. 

The delegation of each one of the five countries 
shall be composed of a principal delegate and an 
alternate, to be appointed by the respective gov- 
ernments, which may remove or replace them, 
notifying the Permanent Secretariat as to such 
action. 

Membership on the Committee shall be for the 
period between regular meetings of the Congresses. 


Functions and Duties of the Permanent 
Executive Committee 


Article 12. The Permanent Executive Com- 
mittee, attached to the Inter-American Economic 
and Social Council and assisted by the Technical 
Committees and the Permanent Secretariat, shall 
have the specific function of promoting the execu- 
tion of the resolutions of each Congress. The 
Committee shall act within the resolutions of the 
Congresses, its specific authority and functions 
being as follows: 

a) To adopt such measures as it deems ad- 
visable for promoting compliance with the 
resolutions of the Congresses and for 
attaining the purposes indicated therein; 

b) To prepare the agenda of each Congress, 

which shall be submitted to the Inter- 
American Economic and Social Council 
pursuant to Article 94 of the oas Charter, 
and to collaborate with the host country 
in the organization of the Congress; 

To suggest to the Inter-American Eco- 
nomic and Social Council such amend- 
ments to the regulations of the Congresses 
as it considers necessary ; 

To consult with the Secretary General of 
the oas as to the form and scope of the 
secretariat services; 

e) To promote meetings of the Technical 

Committees, and to consider and comment 
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upon their reports and studies sufficiently 
in advance of the next Congress so that, 
when they are submitted thereto, they will 
be in accordance with over-all programs; 
To represent the Inter-American Travel 
Congresses at other national or inter- 
national meetings dealing with tourist 
travel or related activities; and 

To promote, subject to the approval of the 
Inter-American Economic and _ Social 
Council, intergovernmental discussions 
on the coordination of measures related to 
tourism.

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Meetings, Quorum, and Votes of the Permanent 
Executive Committee 


Article 18. Once the Congress has designated 
the five countries that are to constitute the Per- 
manent Executive Committee, the chairmen of 
the official delegations of those countries shall 
hold a preliminary meeting for the purpose of 
selecting the country whose delegate is to assume 
the chairmanship, determining the priority of 
assignments, and setting the date for the first 
regular meeting of the newly appointed Commit- 
tee. The preliminary meeting shall be held before 
the adjournment of the Congress. 

The Permanent Executive Committee shall 
meet at least once each year at the Pan American 
Union, orinthe country of the Chairman, if he so 
decides. Should the Chairman suggest another 
country, this question shall be decided by majority 
vote of the members of the Committee. 

The quorum for meetings of the Committee 
shall consist of three of the designated represent- 
atives, or of their respective alternates in the ab- 
sence of the principal representatives. Committee 
resolutions shall be adopted by majority vote. 
Each member shall have one vote. 

The Chairman of the Committee is authorized 
to invite specialized agencies, or technicians in 
matters under consideration, to participate in the 
work and meetings of the Committee. The repre- 
sentatives of such agencies, or the technicians, 
shall act as consultants to the Committee. 


CHAPTER III: TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 


Article 14. The Congresses shall appoint such 
technical committees as may be found necessary 
for carrying out the aims of the Congresses as set 
forth in Article 2 hereof. Each committee shall be 
given precise terms of reference and shall remain 
in existence until such time as an Inter-American 
Travel Congress or the Permanent Executive 
Committee shall declare it abolished.

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The Technical Committees shall meet at leas. 
once each year, in the countries in which the) 
have their respective seats, at the call of thei 
chairmen conveyed through the Permanent Secre. 
tariat. A copy of the notice of convocation shal 
be sent to the Permanent Executive Committee 

Each country shall have one vote in the Tech. 
nical Committees, and their decisions shall be 
taken by a simple majority vote. 

Article 15. Each Congress shall designate the! 
countries that will serve as seats of the Technical 
Committees. The delegate appointed by the 
country chosen as the seat of a committee shall 
automatically become its chairman. 

The chairmen of the Technical Committee 
shall direct the work thereof, prepare materials for 
meetings, and sign the studies, reports of findings, 
and draft resolutions, sending copies to the Per. 
manent Executive Committee and the Permanent 
Secretariat for appropriate action. The Permanent 
Secretariat will make known to the governments 
the studies and recommendations of the Technical 
Committees, as promptly as possible. 

The papers, studies, reports of findings, and! 
draft resolutions shall be submitted to the Per- 
manent Executive Committee and the Permanent 
Secretariat at least six months prior to the meeting 
of the next Congress. If possible, the chairmen of 
the Technical Committees shall serve as rappor-| 
teurs at the plenary sessions of the Congresses, for 
the purpose of providing information on matters 
within the purview of their respective com- 
mittees. i 
Article 16. The members of the Technical Com-| 
mittees shall be appointed by their respective gov- 
ernments, which may remove or replace them at 
will, notifying the Permanent Secretariat. 

Article 17. In addition to such Technical Com- 
mittees as may be designated by the Congresses, 
the following basic Committees shall be estab- 
lished: 

a) On Research and Organization: This Com- 

mittee will be charged with conducting 
studies on tourist bibliography, travel 
statistics, exchange of personnel engaged 
in tourism, coordination within the tourist 
industry, and local and national tourist 
organizations, among other matters; 
On the Removal of Travel Barriers: This 
Committee will be charged with conduct- 
ing studies relative to passports, visas and 
border requirements, currency control, and 
taxes levied on the traveler and on the 
tourist industry, among other matters; 
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c) On Travel Plant: This Committee will be 


{ charged with conducting studies on the 


hotel industry, the classification of hotels 
and restaurants, hotel equipment, and 
tourist-service equipment in_ general, 
among other matters; and 

d) On Tourist-Travel Promotion: This Com- 
mittee will be charged with conducting 
studies relative to publicity, advertising, 
public relations, information activities, 
travel by specialized groups, social travel 
or travel at reduced rates, and methods 
and techniques for the analysis of the 
travel market, among other matters. 


Article 18. The chairman of each Technical 
Committee may appoint working groups of ex- 
perts in specific subjects under consideration, such 
groups to report to their respective committees. 


CHAPTER IV: PERMANENT SECRETARIAT 


Article 19. The Pan American Union shall pro- 
vide a Permanent Secretariat for the Inter- 
American Travel Congresses, in accordance with 
the pertinent decisions of the Council of the Or- 
ganization of American States. 

The Permanent Secretariat shall consist of the 
Permanent Secretary of the Congresses and such 
staff as may be decided upon by the Pan American 
Union. 

The officers and other personnel of the Perma- 
nent Secretariat shall be appointed by the Pan 
American Union, which shall pay their salaries 
and travel expenses. 

Article 20. The duties of the Permanent Secre- 


| tariat shall be: 


a) To prepare convocation announcements of 
meetings of the Permanent Executive 
Committee and the Technical Committees 
pursuant to the present instrument, and to 
transmit them through the Representa- 
tives on the Council of the Organization of 
American States; 

b) To act as Secretariat to the Permanent 
Executive Committee while it is in session, 
and issue necessary documents while the 
Committee is in recess; 

c) Tosee that reports of findings, papers, and 
draft resolutions of all organs of the Inter- 
American Travel Congresses and _ the 
plenary sessions thereof are in accord with 
the provisions of the Charter of the Organ- 
ization of American States; 

d) To provide information concerning resolu- 
tions adopted by the Congresses, and to 
cooperate with the Permanent Executive 
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Committee in obtaining their acceptance 
and implementation by the governments 
of the American countries; 

To publish periodical information bulletins 
and circulars regarding the work accom- 
plished by the Inter-American Travel 
Congresses and their organs; 

To establish a regular information service 
on the progress and development of tourist 
travel and its problems in the American 
countries, as well as on the developments 
that have taken place in the other coun- 
tries. These reports on tourist travel in the 
Hemisphere, describing the situation in 
each country, shall be published and 
distributed at least once a year; 

g) To provide a central depository at the Pan 
American Union for documents and ar- 
chives of the Inter-American Travel Con- 
gresses and their organs; and 

To perform, in general, all administrative 
functions necessary to the operation of the 
different organs composing the Inter- 
American Travel Congresses. 
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‘Article 21. The expenses of the Permanent 
Secretariat shall be borne by the Pan American 
Union according to its financial regulations. 


CHAPTER V: EXPENDITURES 


Article 22. Each country represented on the 
Permanent Executive Committee and on the 
Technical Committees shall defray the trans- 
portation and travel expenses of its delegates or 
representatives. 

The expenses of organizing and conducting the 
meetings of the Permanent Executive Committee 
and of the Technical Committees shall be borne 
by the country where the meeting is held. 


CHAPTER VI: COOPERATION WITH NATIONAL 
TOURIST-TRAVEL DEPARTMENTS 


Article 23. The official tourist-travel depart- 
ments of the American countries shall be the nor- 
mal point of contact for the Permanent Exec- 
utive Committee, the Permanent Secretariat, 
and the governments. Where no such department 
exists, or where the respective government so 
prefers, the latter shall notify the Permanent 
Secretariat of the name of the official agency or 
agencies which are to serve as such points of con- 
tact. In either case, each government shall cooper- 
ate by supplying, upon request, information re- 
quired for performing the duties assigned by the 
Congresses. 
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CHAPTER VII: AMENDMENTS 

Article 24. This Organization Plan may be 
amended only by the Council of the Organization 
of American States, on its own initiative or at the 
request of the Congress. 

Draft amendments shall be submitted to the 
Congress, for approval, through the Permanent 
Executive Committee, and transmitted to the 
member countries of the Organization of American 
States through the Permanent Secretariat, at least 
four months prior to the date set for the Congress. 

In order that draft amendments may be sub- 
mitted for the consideration of the Council of the 
Organization of American States, they must first 
have received the approval of an Inter-American 
Travel Congress by a two-thirds majority of the 
official delegations accredited thereto. Such 
amendments shal] become effective upon approval 
by the Council of the Organization of American 
States.

The Agenda of the Fifth Travel Congress 
was approved by the Economic and Social 
Council on April 9, 1954, by means of the 
following resolution (No. 10/54):

FINAL ACT 


On August 12, 1954, in the city of La Paz, q 
livia, the Third Inter-American Indian Conference 
held its Closing Session, in conformity with the 
stipulation to that effect contained in Article 2 
of the ‘Internal Regulations and Basic Provi- 
sions’’ approved for the Conference by Supreme 
Resolution 63002 of May 20 of the same year. 

The meeting was opened by the President of the 
Conference, His Excellency Dr. Herndn Siles 
Zuazo, Constitutional Vice-President of Bolivia, 
and the decisions, resolutions, and recommends-| 
tions approved at the preceding plenary session: | 
were then read aloud.

1. To record satisfaction at the affiliation of 
Argentina, Brazil, and Costa Rica with the Insti- 
tute, as new members. 

2. To express regret at the decision taken by a 
sister state, the Dominican Republic, to withdraw 
from the Institute; and to request that the Presi- 
dent of the Third Inter-American Indian Confer- 
ence address to the Government of the Dominican 
Republic, in the name of the said Conference and 
through the appropriate channels, a request for 
reconsideration of that decision. 

3. To congratulate the Government of Brazil 
on the steps that it is taking toward consolidation 
of the Servigo de Protecéo aos Indios and the 
Conselho Nacional de Protegéo aos Indios, in the 
form of a National Indian Institute. 

4. To express regret that French Guiana, be- 
cause of its status as a dependent territory, cannot 
be granted its request for permission to adhere 
to the International Convention on the creation 
of the Institute. 

5. To approve the collaboration carried on, and 
the agreements concluded, by the Institute with 
various world-wide and inter-American regional 
agencies of the United Nations; and to express the 
hope that such collaboration will be intensified in 
the greatest possible degree, in compliance with 
the provisions of Recommendation 59 approved 
at the Second Inter-American Indian Conference. 

6. To entrust to the attention of this distin- 
guished assembly the execution of Resolution 64 
approved at the Second Inter-American Indian 
Conference, which provides that [each meeting of 
the Conference] shall designate two Indians who 
are regarded as worthy of having their names in- 
scribed upon the memorial plaque in the building 
of the Institute; and to suggest, as a tribute to the 
host country of the present Conference, that one 
of the names be selected by the Delegation of Bo- 
livia. 

7. To recommend to the governments of the 
countries parties to the International Convention 
—in view of the critical financial status of the 
Institute, which prevents it from executing in 
full the resolutions of the Indian Conference and 
from carrying on the activities prescribed in Arti- 
cle IV of the Convention—that the said govern- 
ments duly instruct their representatives on the 
Institute’s Governing Board to study the question 
of a pro-rate increase in the dues payable by the 
various countries.

DECLARATION OF THE RIGHTS OF THE AMERICAN 
INDIAN 


Wuereas: In the Universal Declaration of 
Human Rights approved by the United Nations, 
and particularly in the preamble thereto and in 
Articles 1-4, 6, 7, 17, 21, 22, and 26-28, the rights of 
the individual are proclaimed in general terms; 
and, furthermore, 

The resolutions and recommendations of the 
two earliest Conferences of the present series, and 
the experience acquired in countries that have 
carried out programs of agrarian reform, have 
likewise supported the principle of full exercise of 
economic, political, and social rights on the part 
of the American Indians, 

The Third Inter-American Indian Conference 
RESOLVES: 

To proclaim its solemn recognition of the fol- 
lowing essential rights pertaining to the American 
Indians: 

a) the vitally important right to possession of 
land and to liberty; 

b) the universal right of suffrage, for purposes 
of direct participation in the constitution 
of public authority; 

c) the right to treatment on a basis of equal- 
ity, all racial discrimination being con- 
demned in theory and in practice; 

d) the right to organize in the form of com- 
munities, trade-unions, and cooperatives; 

e) the right to duly remunerated work, and 
to the protection afforded by social legis- 
tion; 

f) the right to enjoy the benefits of public 
services, in a measure proportionate to 
density of population, economic contribu- 
tions, and the needs of Indian communi- 
ties; 

qg) the right to respect for their traditional 
cultures and to incorporation thereof into 
modern techniques; and

(This resolution was unanimously 
approved, with reservations on the 
part of El Salvador and Peru in re- 
gard to item b.)

MEASURES FOR THE AGRICULTURAL AND ECONOMIC 
ADVANCEMENT OF THE INDIAN POPULATIONS 


Wuereas: The pre-Columbian period in Amer- 
ica witnessed the flowering of indigenous cultures 
based upon agricultural economies that reached a 
high stage of development, and as a result of this 
phenomenon the Indian peoples have inherited a 
unique agricultural tradition; 

Deprivation of lands during the period of con- 
quest and the colonial epoch was, in certain 
regions of America, the determining factor that 
resulted in subjugation of the American Indians 
and in the overthrow of their cultural systems, 
producing a situation in which, instead of being 
absorbed into occidental culture, they were placed 
in a position of inferiority to those who utilized 
the labor of the Indians to strengthen economies 
alien to America; 

In order to view the agrarian problems of the 
American Indians in a proper perspective, it is 
necessary to interpret the concept of ‘‘agrarian 
reform”? as embracing all measures designed to 
improve the institutions underlying the agricul- 
tural economy, including measures relative to 
ownership of farming lands, leasing of farms, joint 
ownership of agricultural property, rural annual 
income, tax schedules for agricultural revenue, 
agricultural credit, markets, production, and also 
certain technological matters, such as the physical 
problems involved in the utilization and develop- 
ment of lands, the conservation of natural re- 
sources, and other factors relating to the proposed 
improvement of the said institutions; and 

Agrarian reform, by increasing consumption of 
goods on the part of the Indians, expands the in- 
ternal market and creates stable bases for integral 
economic development, 

The Third Inter-American Indian Conference 
RESOLVEs: 

1. To recommend to the American states repre- 
sented at the Third Inter-American Indian Con- 
ference, as a principal means of soiving the prob- 
lem presented by the vast number of Indians who 
have settled in rural areas and whose traditions 
are bound up with agriculture and animal hus- 
bandry, that the said states make land grants and 
prohibit unpaid services, as well as every other 
form of service contrary to the principle of equal- 
ity, with a view to ensuring for the Indians an 
economy of their own which will enable them to 
avail themselves of the advantages offered by the 
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integral education that opens the way for thei 
assimilation into the economic and cultural life 
of the respective nations. 

2. To recommend to the states that, in cop. 
sidering changes in the ownership and possession 
of lands, they also keep in view as a fundamental 
objective the improvement of the institutions 
underlying the agricultural economy and govern. 
ing the life of the rural population, in order to 
supply the Indians with an adequate stimulus for 
efficient utilization of their soil and other re. 
sources, so that they may be made more secure in 
the possession of the lands from which they derive 
their sustenance, may be provided with the 
strongest possible incentives for conservation of 
the soil, and may be enabled to share in its yields 
on an equitable basis. 

3. To recommend to the states that, in organiz- 
ing the relationships characterizing rural and 
Indian life under the new system of land owner- 
ship and possession, they take into account the 
following factors: agricultural credit, taxation, 





rules of succession, communications, consumers’ 
and producers’ markets, and teaching and study 
in regard to the individual problems of each 
American country. 

4. To recommend to the states that, as they put 
into effect new systems of land ownership and pos- 
session, they also give attention to the improve- 
ment of the educational, hygienic, and adminis. | 
trative factors, and to all the local social systems, 
that jointly contribute to the integral develop- 
ment of the rural community. 


IV 


CREATION OF A COMMITTEE ON SOCIOLOGICAL | 
STUDIES RELATING TO LAND OWNERSHIP 
AND POSSESSION 


Wuereas: Various American countries have 
acquired experience in agrarian reform that de- 
mands consideration, and it is therefore essential 
to provide for an intensive exchange of the fruits 
of such experience; 

In Bolivia, as in other American countries, the 
field of agricultural economy comprises three 
zones that differ considerably in character (the 
cold, high regions of the Andean table-lands, the 
temperate valley regions, and the plains of the| 
Amazon and Plata river basins), and conse: | 
quently it is possible to study this experience in 
agrarian reform in relation to typical zones, with 
a view to its practical application in similar zones, 
located elsewhere in the Hemisphere; 
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Moreover, a large proportion of the Bolivians 
engaged in agricultural and livestock activities 
is drawn from Quechuan and Aymaran Indian 
communities, so that the solution of the problems 
pertaining to these activities can be brought into 
close relationship with the problems affecting 
Indian rural life in general; 

The issuance of the Decree-Law of August 2, 


order to | 1953, marked the beginning of a clearly discernible 


transformation of the conditions characterizing 
the old agrarian régime in Bolivia, and this trans- 
formation manifested itself in a trend away from 
the feudal rural-property system, an increase in 
the number of small-scale and medium-scale rural 
landowners, intensified recourse to technology in 
agriculture, and greater productivity of the land, 


| phenomena that merit careful study in all the 


American countries. 
The Economic and Social Council of the United 
Nations, referring to the agrarian problem, 
“Recommends that the specialized agencies, 
each in its respective field..., should, in 
cooperation with the United Nations, keep 
the subject of land reform under review and 
give high priority to this problem in their 
technical assistance programmes... ”’; 
and 

Collaboration between world agencies and 
inter-American agencies in the sociological study 
of agrarian reform is from every point of view de- 
sirable, 

The Third Inter-American Indian Conference 
RESOLVES: 

1. To recommend to the Governing Board of 
the Inter-American Indian Institute that it take 
under immediate consideration the possibility of 
establishing, within the Institute, a committee on 
sociological studies relating to systems of land 
ownership and landholding, which will be designed 
specifically for evaluating the results obtained 
from such systems among Indian communities. 

2. To recommend that this committee have a 
rotating headquarters, and that it function in La 
Paz, Bolivia, during at least the first two years of 
its existence, continuing to operate there until 
the Governing Board of the Inter-American Indian 
Institute shall have decided upon the new head- 
quarters location. 

3. To recommend that the said committee give 
special attention to studying the history, existing 
structure, and probable future development of 
the Andean ayllu, the Mexican calpulli,!® and 

© Theayllu and the calpulli are, respectively, thefundamental 


units of Inca and Aztec society, based upon clan relationships. 
—Ed, 
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other rural institutions characterized by indigen- 
ous cultural elements. 

4. To recommend that the committee maintain, 
through its regular organs and for purposes of 
more effective operation, close relations with in- 
ternational agencies such as the United Nations, 
uneEsco, the International Labor Organization, 
the Latin American Institute of Sociography (in 
particular), and other organizations. 


CHAPTER Il: JURIDICAL AND POLITICAL QUESTIONS 
Vv 
UNIVERSAL SUFFRAGE 


Wuereas: The full application of democratic 
principles requires participation in the functions 
of citizenship not only by the literate portion of 
the population, regardless of sex, but also by the 
portion unversed in the elementary techniques of 
reading and writing; 

In a number of American countries, this ex- 
tended system of suffrage has been put into prac- 
tice without detriment to the purpose of obtaining 
the truest possible expression of the people’s will, 
but rather with the contrary effect of facilitating 
the democratic endeavor to ascertain public opin- 
ion and to invest the majority with the responsi- 
bilities of citizenship; and 

Article 21, §3, of the Universal Declaration of 
Human Rights, approved by the General As- 
sembly of the United Nations in Paris, on Decem- 
ber 10, 1948, recognizes the universal right of 
suffrage as one of the fundamental human rights, 

The Third Inter-American Indian Conference 
RESOLVES: 

1. To recommend to the governments of the 
American countries where a portion of the popula- 
tion is illiterate, or where women do not yet enjoy 
the rights of citizenship, that they extend these 
rights to both the illiterate and the female seg- 
ments of the population. 

The foregoing paragraph does not imply that 
the governments complying with this recommen- 
dation should relax their efforts to promote liter- 
acy among the masses. 

2. To recommend to the governments of the 
American countries where restrictions of an 
economic character have been imposed upon the 
exercise of citizenship rights, that they study the 
possibility of eliminating such restrictions. 

(This resolution was approved with absten- 
tions on the part of Brazil, El Salvador, 
Peru, and the United States, in regard to 
§1, and on the part of Brazil and Peru, in 
regard to §2.) 
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ESTABLISHMENT OF A JURIDICO-TECHNICAL 
COMMITTEE TO STUDY LEGISLATION ON 
INDIANS 


Wuereas: There is a need for closer coordina- 
tion of the experience acquired by the different 
American countries in the field of legislation and 
administration relating to their respective Indian 
populations; 

For an understanding of the juridical and ad- 
ministrative problems concerning Indians that 
affect America as a whole, it is essential to es- 
tablish a unified criterion, so to speak, which may 
be formed through a frequent exchange of the 
fruits of experience among the interested coun- 
tries, directed toward a satisfactory solution of 
the aforesaid problems; 

It is necessary to establish, within the frame- 
work of the Inter-American Indian Institute, a 
juridico-technical committee charged with as- 
sembling, classifying, and compiling the laws of 
the American nations on Indian questions, the 
results to be distributed among the member states; 
and 

Recommendation XLIII of the Conference of 
P&tzcuaro and 51 of the Cuzco Conference have 
already called attention to this matter, 

The Third Inter-American Indian Conference 
RESOLVES: 

1. To recommend the establishment of a jurid- 
ico-technical committee within the framework of 
the Inter-American Indian Institute, to which 
each member state shall send one representative, 
charged with compiling, classifying, and publiciz- 
ing the laws of the American nations on Indian 
questions, and with drafting a plan for coordina- 
tion thereof, to be distributed among the member 
states and the appropriate specialized interna- 
tional agencies, for consideration at the Fourth 
Inter-American Indian Conference. 

2. To recommend that the Inter-American 
Indian Institute designate the seat of the juridico- 
technical committee, and that it request the 
member states to accredit their representatives on 
the committee prior to July 1956. 

3. Tc recommend that the aforesaid committee 
publish—before the opening date of the Fourth 
Inter-American Indian Conference, if possible 
—its compilation of the pertinent laws and decrees 
in force for each American republic, together with 
its plan for legislative coordination, supplying 
texts in English, French, Portuguese, and Spanish. 
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CHAPTER III: EDUCATION QUESTIONS 
VII 
PERMANENT COMMITTEES ON LITERACY 


WueEreas: In many American countries there 
are vast numbers of rural inhabitants who do not 
enjoy the benefits of literacy and, in a consider. 
able number of cases (for example, in Bolivia, | 
Peru, Ecuador, and other republics), these rural 
inhabitants speak Indian languages and empley 
the official language of the country only as a 
secondary tongue; 

The promotion of literacy should be directed 
not merely toward imparting knowledge of written 
characters, but also toward the objective of pro- 
viding the pupils with a basic education relating 
primarily to all activities essential for their full 
physical and intellectual development and for 
meeting their individual social and economic 
needs, of whatsoever kind; and 

In the process of giving this instruction, use 
should be made of the most modern and effective 
devices of audio-visual education, 








The Third Inter-American Indian Conference 
RESOLVES: 

1. To proclaim, as one of the fundamental civic 
duties of the American countries, the obligation to ; 
eradicate illiteracy from the Indian segments of 
the population as speedily as possible, employing 
every economic and pedagogical aid required for 
an undertaking of such magnitude. 

2. To recommend to the American countries 
where such organs do not yet exist, that they es- 
tablish permanent committees on literacy in 
Indian languages, or similar agencies, whose | 
specific aims shall be: 

a) To enable the Indians to acquire literacy 
in their own tongues and also in the official | 
national languages, through such methods 
as are deemed advisable by the teachers; 

b) To direct the trend of this undertaking 

toward the objective of a basic education | 
that will enable Indians and rural dwellers 

to progress in their social environment, and 

also to provide the Indians with the means 

of fostering the cultural traditions of their 

own race, without impeding their incor- 

poration into the common life of the nation; 

and 

To make available, for use in this educa- 

tional project, not only primers and other 

books, reviews, newspapers, and additional | 
material, printed in both the Indian and | 
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the official languages, but also radio pro- 
grams, motion pictures, and other audio- 
visual facilities for disseminating informa- 
tion. 

3. To recommend that the permanent national 
committees on literacy in the Indian languages 
promote the organization of inter-American con- 
ferences on literacy, as a means of furthering their 
aims. 

4. To recommend, also, that the permanent 
national committees take under consideration the 
suggestions made in this connection by UNESCO 
and by the Instituto de Alfabetizacién that has 
been established in Mexico for monolingual In- 
dians. 


VIII 
COORDINATING CENTERS 


WuereEas: The National Indian Institute of 
Mexico has brought about notable progress in the 
development of Indian communities as a result 
of the integral-development method employed by 
its coordinating centers, a method involving mul- 
tilateral action in regard to community education, 
sanitation, economy, agriculture and animal hus- 


- bandry, aesthetic life, administration, and other 


matters; 

It has been proved that unilateral action in the 
educational field does not suffice for the economic 
and cultural transformation of underdeveloped 
communities; and 

It is necessary to incorporate the Indian ele- 
ments into national economies and cultures, in 
order to ensure an adequate degree of national in- 
tegration, by establishing a common language and 
culture and a generally accepted economic pattern 
for all the inhabitants of a given nation, 

The Third Inter-American Indian Conference 
RESOLVES: 

To recommend, to the governments of the 
American countries where there are Indian popula- 
tions whose cultural levels are similar to that of 
Mexico, that they give consideration to the 
integral-development method characterizing the 
ideological approach of the Mexican coordinating 
centers; and that they study the possibility of 
applying this method [in their own countries]. 


IX 
SCHOOL NUCLEI 


Wuereas: Satisfactory results in the endeavor 
to raise the Bolivian standard of living have been 
obtained from the organization, in that country, 
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of a system of nuclear, semi-nuclear, and sectional 
schools for the education of Indians and rural 
dwellers; 

The Bolivian rural schools play an important 
part in the enhancement of values attaching to 
the Indian tradition, and in the development of 
communities under the new system of land tenure; 
and 

Resolution XXXV (Conclusion l-a) of the 
P&tzcuaro Conference contains a recommendation 
requesting ‘“‘Respect for the personality of the 
Indian, a concept that is to be interpreted as em- 
bracing respect for his dignity, sensibility, and 
moral interests, as well as for the established cus- 
toms of Indian social organization and for the 
typical manifestations of Indian culture’’, and it 
would seem advisable to recall this reeommenda- 
tion in the present circumstances of American life, 

The Third Inter-American Indian Conference 
RESOLVEs: 

To recommend to the governments of the 
American countries that they study the record of 
Bolivia’s experience with a fundamental-educa- 
tion system, giving special attention to the struc- 
ture of that system and to its emphasis upon the 
values of Indian tradition. 


x 
LITERACY FOR INDIAN FOREST DWELLERS 


WHEREAS: In some American countries, the 
Indian population includes forest dwellers who 
have attained only a very primitive stage of cul- 
ture; 

For the purposes of the national integration 
that is desirable, it is essential that these persons 
be incorporated into the economic and cultural 
life of their countries; and 

The Government of Peru, availing itself of the 
services offered by the Summer Institute of 
Linguistics, is carrying on with satisfactory re- 
sults, among the forest dwellers of the Amazon 
basin, a literacy program in the vernacular, con- 
ducted by Indian teachers who have taken local 
training courses, 

The Third Inter-American Indian Conference 
RESOLVES: 

To recommend to the governments of the 
American countries whose inhabitants include 
Indian forest dwellers, that they give considera- 
tion to the experience of Peru in regard to instruc- 
tion in the vernacular by Indian teachers, with 
a view to possible application of this method [in 
their own countries]. 
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XI 


LATIN AMERICAN FUNDAMENTAL EDUCATION 
CENTRE (CREFAL) 


Wuereas: The Latin American Fundamental 
Education Centre, operating in Patzcuaro, Mex- 
ico, under the sponsorship of UNEsco, the Organi- 
zation of American States, and the Government 
of Mexico, with the collaboration of various in- 
ternational agencies, determines the methods, 
prepares the materials, and provides the funda- 
mental-education teams made up of educators 
from Latin American countries; and 

In many of those countries, there are large 
groups of Indians for whom special teaching 
methods are needed, consonant with the particular 
characteristics of their respective cultural back- 
grounds, 

The Third Inter-American Indian Conference 
RESOLVES: 

1. To recommend to the governments of the 
Latin American countries that they continue to 
collaborate with the Latin American Fundamental 
Education Centre. 

2. To recommend that, to the greatest possible 
extent, the governments utilize the services of the 
teams from the Latin American Centre in estab- 
lishing local or national fundamental-education 
centers charged with the task of training the 
educators who will work directly with the Indian 
communities. 

3. To recommend to the Latin American Funda- 
mental Education Centre that, in training its 
teachers and preparing its techniques and mate- 
rials, it bear in mind the results obtained 
through the integral-action coordinating centers 
established in Mexico, through the system of 
nuclear schools that is operating in Bolivia, and 
through the methods employed by Peru for pro- 
moting literacy among Indian forest dwellers. 

4. To request UNESCO to maintain and to ex- 
pand as much as possible its present system of 
fellowships, with a view to meeting the urgent 
needs for the education of Indians. 


XII 
DISSEMINATION OF UNESCO PUBLICATIONS 


Wuereas: The series of monographs on funda- 
mental education and the Boletin de Educacién 
Fundamental issued by UNESCO are useful publi- 
cations, and especially so for education in regions 
where the population is Indian, 

The Third Inter-American Indian Conference 


ANNALS OF THE ORGANIZATION OF AMERICAN STATES 


RESOLVES: 

1. To recommend that the governments and. 
institutions interested in the education of Indians 
and rural dwellers make provision for distribution 
of the above-mentioned fundamental-education 
monographs among teachers. 

2. To recommend that uNEsco place at the dis. 
posal of the Inter-American Indian Institute 
number of copies of the Boletin de Educaci6n Fun. | 
damental, to be distributed among the educators 
and institutions interested in the education of 
Indians. 





XIII 
SUPPLEMENTARY NOURISHMENT 


WuereEAs: The research carried on among 
Indian segments of the population has shown that 
malnutrition is one of the preponderant factors 
retarding progress in school work; and 

Provision of supplementary nourishment is : 
means of stimulating regular school attendance i 
rural areas, 

The Third Inter-American Indian Conference 
RESOLVES: 

To recommend to the governments of the 
American countries that they lend their support 





to projects for supplying pupils with supple. 
mentary nourishment through the cultivation of | 
orchards in centers of instruction for Indians, 
through donations from interested sources, or 
through any other device that may be appro- 
priate.

RESOLVES: 

To recommend to the Inter-American Indian 
Institute that it promote, in the American coun- 
tries, the translation and wide circulation of the 
principal anthropological texts and publications| 
relating to the Indians of this Hemisphere. 
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XV 
DEMOGRAPHIC CENSUSES 


Wuereas: It is advisable to establish a uniform 
criterion for the classification of Indians in the 
American countries, to facilitate the taking of 
demographic censuses; and 

Pursuant TO: The resolution approved in that 
connection at the First Inter-American Demo- 
graphic Congress (Mexico, 1943) and Recommen- 
dation XX XI of the PAtzcuaro Indian Conference,

A PHONETIC ALPHABET FOR THE QUECHUAN AND 
AYMARAN LANGUAGES 


WuereEas: There is in existence an international 
phonetic alphabet of scientific value which is 
applicable to all languages, but which cannot be 
brought into general use, owing to obstacles of a 
material and social nature; 

It is absolutely essential to make use of some 
system of writing that will be: 

a) applicable to the majority of the phonemes 
occurring in aboriginal languages; 
usable in its simplicity for the majority of 
persons; 
consonant with general linguistic prin- 
ciples; 
consistent with the symbols employed for 
phonemes of the European languages 
spoken in America; and 
compatible with the recommendations con- 
tained in Resolutions VI and IX of the 
PAtzcuaro Conference and with those 
formulated by such international agencies 
as UNESCO; and 

Many systems of writing have been used, or 
proposed, for aboriginal languages, and especially 
for Quechuan and Aymaran, but these systems do 
not satisfy the requirements set forth in the 
immediately preceding paragraph, 

The Third Inter-American Indian Conference 
RESOLVES: 

1. To recommend, for writing in the Quechuan 
and Aymaran languages, the detailed system out- 
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lined below, which consists of 23 letters, one sym- 
bol for aspirates, and one glottal symbol, with the 
addition of the letters resulting from combinations 
with the aforesaid symbols and seven letters to be 
employed in writing words of mixed derivation or 
foreign words.

sTUDY OF, AND DISSEMINATION OF LITERATURE IN, 
THE INDIAN LANGUAGES 


WuerEAS: One of the purposes of greatest 
human interest underlying the campaigns on be- 
half of American Indian populations is the ad- 
vancement of their cultural welfare; 

The campaigns to promote literacy and knowl- 
edge of the Spanish language among American 
Indians will, as a general rule, serve only to pro- 
vide them with a certain measure of primary in- 
struction, and this limited aid would result merely 
in 8 permanent state of cultural stagnation on 
their part; 

It is the duty of both public and private insti- 
tutions to participate in the task of aiding the 
Indians to share in the great cultural benefits 
attained by mankind; 

In the heritage of the American Indians there 
are priceless treasures of tradition that are in dan- 
ger of gradual disintegration as a result of the 
progress toward hispanicizing of the Indians; and 

Steps should be taken toward restoring the cul- 
tural significance of the Indian languages, since 
the latter are forces of great efficacy in that they 
impart awareness of traditional values, 

The Third Inter-American Indian Conference 
RECOMMENDS: 

1. That the interested states, acting through 
their cultural agencies, establish permanent of- 
fices charged with compiling records of oral tradi- 
tion and with encouraging the circulation of 
literary works written in the vernacular; and that 
the alphabet recommended by the Third Inter- 
American Indian Conference be utilized for these 
purposes. 

2. That the interested governments encourage 
and sponsor the establishment of periodicals and 
reviews for every national linguistic agency con- 
cerned with Indian questions. 

3. That the offices mentioned in §1 of this rec- 
ommendation also undertake to disseminate, in 
Indian-language editions, the great works of world 
literature, world history, and science. 

4. That the governments of the countries where 
the people speak Indian languages promote re- 
search in, and study of, those languages. 


XVIII 
UNIVERSITY COURSES ON FOLKLORE 


Wuereas: The data available on current folk- 
lore can and should be used to acquire an under- 
standing of the true spirit animating the daily life 
of our communities; and 
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The aforesaid data have a twofold value, his- 
torical and sociological, in that they serve, from 
the historical standpoint, for the reconstruction 
of heritages from the past and for the definition 
of the values (American and external) that jointly 
moulded our cultural characteristics, while they 
also contribute, from the sociological standpoint, 
to the defense of the practical values useful in 
maintaining social equilibrium, as well as to the 
eradication and replacement of negative factors, 

The Third Inter-American Indian Conference 
RESOLVES: 

1. To recommend to the government. of the 
American countries interested in Indian problems 
the intensification of anthropological studies, in 
general, and of those relating to folklore, in par- 
ticular. 

2. To recommend to American universities the 
introduction into their programs of courses and 
research in folklore, as a means of bringing to 
light the essence and origins of our native culture. 

3. To recommend, also, to the universities that 
they take steps to promote the exchange of teach- 
ers and students concerned with anthropological 
sciences. 

4. To recommend to the institutions where 
training is provided for professional workers in 
Indian rural areas (such as doctors, agronomists, 
and teachers, in particular), that they establish 
courses on cultural anthropology which will enable 
such workers to identify themselves in spirit with 
the persons whom they are to serve, and to avail 
themselves of the knowledge thus acquired for the 
purpose of setting up new standards based upon 
science and art. 


XIX 


ESTABLISHMENT OF SCHOOLS OF FINE ARTS FOR 
INDIANS 


Wuereas: Art is one of the most effective forces 
for promoting the progress, creative work, and 
happiness of peoples; 

The talent in the plastic arts displayed by the 
Indians of our American Indian areas in their 
great monuments of earlier epochs has clearly 
fallen into a state of stagnation that constitutes a 
threat to cultural welfare; 

The expressions of Indian lyric talent, repre- 
senting a spiritual treasure trove, are losing the 
value and the purity that originally characterized 
them, and are undergoing disfigurement owing 
to the lack of musical and choreographic nota- 
tions; 

Popular arts and crafts, which fluorished vigor- 
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ously in bygone times, are diminishing in im- 
portance, as a result of insufficient stimuli and 
encouragement; and 

Decisions similar to the present resolution were 
taken at the preceding Inter-American Indian 
Conferences, 

The Third Inter-American Indian Conference 
RESOLVES: 

1. To recommend the establishment of an in- 
creasing number of fine-arts schools and popular- 
arts-and-crafts studios which will provide, in ad- 
dition to theoretical and applied instruction in 
universal and native arts, work tools and equip- 
ment, materials, visual aids, and also, if possible, 
small museums containing reproductions of the 
most significant works of art. 

2. To recommend that production in arts and 
crafts be industrialized to the greatest possible 
extent, so that activities in this field may acquire 
practical as well as artistic utility. 

3. To recommend that artistic production be 
combined with opportunities of a social nature, 
such as regional fairs, in order to stimulate every 
kind of work in handicrafts. 

4. To recommend, with respect to the pro- 
duction of lyrics, that groups of technicians 
be formed, specializing in each of the various 
branches of this activity, who will visit the regions 
most important for their purposes and write down 
the different notations for local music and dances, 
keeping at the same time a record and classified 
list of the costumes and instruments used, with a 


view to protecting tradition in this field of art - 


from detrimental changes.

1. To recommend to the governments of the 
American states the publication of the principal 
unpublished works, and the reprinting of the 
exhausted or rare editions, relating to the protec- 
tion of Indians and produced by chroniclers, his- 
torians, research workers, juridical officials of 
colonial or republican régimes, travellers, ob- 
servers, or similar persons.

Wuereas: The Inter-American Indian Insti- 
tute was definitively established in 1942, upon 
ratification of the corresponding International 
Convention by five American countries; 

In the interval between 1942 and 1949, the year 
in which the Second Inter-American Indian Con- 
ference was held, nine more countries adhered to 
and ratified the Convention, thus becoming mem- 
bers of the Institute; and 

Between 1949 and the present date, Argentina, 
Brazil, and Costa Rica joined the Institute as 
Contracting Parties, bringing to 17 the number of 
countries included in that organization, 

The Third Inter-American Indian Conference 
RESOLVES: 

To approach, through the proper channels and 
in pursuance of Resolution 58 of the Cuzeo Con- 
ference, the governments of the sister nations of 
Chile, Cuba, Haiti, and Uruguay, who are repre- 
sented at the present Conference, cordially in- 
viting them to adhere to the aforesaid Inter- 
national Convention, to ratify it, and to become 
members of the Inter-American Indian Institute, 
in observance of the principle of Continental 
solidarity, even though the Indian problem within 
their own national borders may be of slight im- 
portance or absolutely nonexistent. 

(Chile abstained from approving this 
resolution.) 


XXVII 


EXISTING NATIONAL INDIAN INSTITUTES AND 
ESTABLISHMENT OF ADDITIONAL 
INSTITUTES 


WueErEas: At present there are, in the Ameri- 
can countries, National Indian Institutes of a 
governmental character, similar institutions that 
are also governmental but different in name, and 
nongovernmental institutes on Indian affairs; and 

Article X of the International Convention and 
Recommendation 60 of the Second Inter-Ameri- 
can Indian Conference (held at Cuzco in 1949) 
contain provisions relating to this point, 

The Third Inter-American Indian Conference 
RESOLVES: 

1. To recommend to the member states in which 
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National Indian Institutes have not yet been 
established, that they comply with Article X of 
the said Convention by creating such national 
agencies. 

2. To recommend, as a means of ensuring 
greater success in the fulfillment of the mission en- 
trusted to the National Institutes, that the work 
of these agencies be conducted by properly quali- 
fied technical staffs well-acquainted with the 
nature of the problems whose solution they must 
seek. 

3. To recommend to the respective govern- 
ments that they endeavor to provide these insti- 
tutes with funds adequate for execution of the 
work plans approved in their budgetary estimates. 

4. To emphasize the advisability of converting 
the present nongovernmental institutes on Indian 
affairs into governmental agencies operating under 
the same conditions as the other National Indian 
Institutes. 

5. To urge that the said National Institutes 
maintain periodical contacts with the Inter- 
American Indian Institute, in order that informa- 
tion may be widely circulated regarding their 
labors, the results achieved, and also their unsuc- 
cessful experiences, with a view to preventing 
duplication of futile efforts. 

(Chile abstained from approving this 
resolution.) 


XXVIII 
WORK METHOD FOR FUTURE CONFERENCES 


WueEREAs: During the period between 1940, the 
year in which the First Inter-American Confer- 
ence on Indian Life was held, and the present 
moment, which marks the termination of the 
work undertaken at the Third Conference, a useful 
fund of experience has been accumulated in con- 
nection with the technique of preparing for the 
meetings of this inter-American series and the 
results obtained therefrom; 

All of the points considered at the first three 
Conferences after careful objective study and ex- 
perimentation, with the object of finding an inte- 
gral solution for the problem of incorporation of 
the Indian elements into the national identities 
of the various countries, are summarized in the 
corresponding Final Acts; 

The time has therefore arrived when each 
country should proceed to give practical effect, in 
conformity with its individual characteristics and 
circumstances, to the basic principles underlying, 
in the form of recommendations, the instrument 
that may be called ‘‘The Charter for Restoration 
of the Rights of Indians’’; and

subject of unanimous decisions, 

The Third Inter-American Indian Conference 
RESOLVES: 

To recommend that both the Inter-American 
Indian Institute, acting in its capacity of Stand- | 
ing Committee for the Inter-American Indian 
Conferences, and the country where the Fourth | 
Conference is to be organized, give the most Wu 
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Indian Institute, in posthumous recognition of the 
meritorious endeavors made by these two illus- 
trious Indians to promote the welfare of their 
peoples. 
(Peru placed upon record the fact that 
Atahualpa was the last ruler of the Inca 
Empire and that, according to the work of 
Dr. Dunbar Temple, he was born in Cuzco. 
Ecuador expressed the opinion that Ata- 
hualpa was a native of Quito.) 


XXX 
HOMAGE TO PROFESSOR PAUL RIVET 


WueEreEAS: The eminent and prolific French 
writer, Professor Paul Rivet, has been contribut- 
ing since the beginning of the present century to 
the dissemination of knowledge regarding, and ac- 
quaintance with, the languages of the American 
Indians, with particular attention to the Aymaran 
and Quechuan languages, which are spoken by 
thousands of persons in Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, 
and the northern provinces of Argentina and 
Chile; and 

This distinguished scientist has devoted his life 
to research, and has shown himself to be a generous 
and noble friend of Bolivia, and of America as a 
whole, 

The Third Inter-American Indian Conference 
RESOLVES: 

To extend a vote of appreciation to Professor 
Paul Rivet for his valuable scientific contribu- 
tion to research on Indian cultures in America and 
to wider acquaintance with them. 


XXXI 
VOTE OF APPLAUSE TO BOLIVIA 


The Third Inter-American Indian Conference

Brazil has shown unceasing concern, since 1910, 
for the advancement of its Indian population, and 
may be regarded as a pioneer in the American 
movement for the promotion of Indian welfare, 

The Third Inter-American Indian Conference 
RESOLVES: 

To communicate to the Brazilian Government 
the desire of the Conference that the said govern- 
ment consider the possibility of allowing Brazil 
to serve as the seat of the Fourth Inter-American 
Indian Conference. 

(This resolution was approved by acclamation.) 


DECLARATION OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


The Delegation of the United States of Amer- 
ica, in signing the Final Act, makes explicit reser- 
vations with respect to the resolutions on the uni- 
versal vote without literacy qualifications and on 
the National Indian Institutes, on which the 
delegation abstained from voting. With respect to 
the resolution recommending consideration by 
the Inter-American Indian Institute of the feasi- 
bility of creating a ‘‘commission of sociological 
studies and on methods for the agricultural and 
economic improvement of Indian populations’’, 
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_ the favorable vote of the United States Delegation 
was amplified by a statement that it was taking no 
position on the merits of creating the commission 
itself. In voting on the declaration of essential 
rights of the American Indian populations, the 
delegation expressed its concurrence with the 
general principles; but it must abstain from con- 
curring, as there has not been sufficient oppor- 
tunity to consider the language of the resolution 
in the light of United States laws and regulations 
relative to the subject matter. It is presumed 
statements on other resolutions adopted will be 
incorporated in the Proceedings of the Congress 
[Conference].

On May 17, the Representative of Brazil 
addresse'l a note to the Secretary General of 
the Organization in which he stated that his 
Government fully agreed that the Inter- 
American Meeting of Ministers of Education 
should be held at the place and on the date 
indicated. This information was brought to 
the Council’s attention in a report'* of the 
Committee on Inter-American Conferences, 
dated May 25, 1954, in which it was further 
declared that the Meeting fulfilled all the 
conditions of a Specialized Conference. 

The Council took cognizance of the afore- 
said report on June 2, 1954, and resolved as 
follows: 


1. To set Monday, October 25, 1954, as the 
opening date of the Inter-American Meeting of 
Ministers of Education, to be held in Sao Paulo, 
Brazil.

RECONSIDERATION OF THE MEETING 
PLACE AND OPENING DATE OF THE CoN- 
FERENCE.—A_ resolution adopted by the 
Council of the Organization of American 
States on July 1, 1953, provided for the 
Plenipotentiary Inter-American Telecom- 
munication Conference to meet in Sio Paulo 
during the second half of 1954, its opening 
date to be chosen by the Government of 
Brazil.!5 

Subsequently, the Brazilian Representa- 
tive on the Council informed the Secretary 
General of the Organization, in a note dated 
February 15, 1954, that the great number of 
international meetings scheduled for 1954 in 
Sado Paulo and the constant influx of visitors 
drawn to that city by its Fourth Centennial 
Celebration made it impossible for the Gov- 
ernment of Brazil to provide a meeting place 
and suitable lodgings for the holding of the 
Conference in Sao Paulo, as planned. Under 
these conditions, his Government proposed 
that the Conference be held in Rio de Janeiro 
during the second half of 1955. Finally, the 
Brazilian Representative requested that his 
proposal be brought to the attention of the 
governments of the various member states 
so as to obtain their suggestions regarding 
the matter. 

This note of the Representative of Brazil 
was considered by the Council of the Organi-

can Institute of Agricultural Sciences, meet- 
ing at the Pan American Union on June 30, 
1954, approved a report! submitted by the 
Finance Committee of the Council of the 
oas and the Joint Committee of the Insti- 
tute, relating to various aspects of the or- 
ganizational and functional structure of that 
Inter-American Specialized Organization. 

The following conclusions regarding those 
aspects were embodied in the report: 

FiscAL AND ADMINISTRATIVE MANAGEMENT 


' The proposed budget of the Institute for the 
fiscal year 1954-1955 contemplates the establish- 
nent of the post of Administrator of the Institute. 
As stated in the report which accompanies the 
budget, this officer will have ample authority for 
such action as necessary to ensure proper func- 
tioning of the fiscal and administrative operations 
of the Institute, to promote the efficiency of its 
commercial activities, and to bring about savings 
in the use of resources. 

As indicated in the above-mentioned report, 
the establishment of this post is only a first step 
toward achieving the purpose of strengthening the 
administrative and fiscal management of the In- 
stitute. It will be necessary to define more clearly 
the duties and responsibilities of the Administra- 
tor and, at the same time, to adopt other measures, 
including a study of this problem and possible 
amendments to the Regulations of the Institute. 
However, a determination of measures to be 
adopted will require more careful examination of 
the present Regulations and procedures of the 
Institute. A subcommittee [composed of the 

| Representatives of Chile, Costa Rica, the United 

States, and Mexico] has been requested to continue 

its study of this aspect of the Institute’s organiza-

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tion. The results of this study will be the subject 
of future reports to the Board of Directors. 


SECRETARY OF THE INSTITUTE 


The post of Secretary is vacant at present. In 
the course of discussions regarding this subject, 
both in the committees and in the subcommittee, 
it was suggested that the duties and responsibili- 
ties of the Secretary be broadened and that he 
maintain closer contact with the management of 
the Institute. However, no final decision has been 
reached on this matter, and the committees would 
like to be able to go into this problem in further 
detail. The Convention provides for appointment 
of the Secretary by the Director with the consent 
of the Board of Directors. In accordance with this 
provision, it is recommended that the person ap- 
pointed to the post of Administrator should first 
be approved by the Board. 

In order to ensure continuity of tenure in the 
office of Secretary, and unbroken performance of 
the duties which pertain to that office, the Director 
of the Institute has proposed the appointment of 
an Acting Secretary, to hold office until a final 
decision is reached on the scope of the functions 
assigned to that post and pending appointment of 
a permanent Secretary. The proposal of the 
Director, in which the committees concur, is that 
Dr. William Manger, Assistant Secretary General 
of the Organization, be appointed Acting Secre- 
tary. A draft resolution to this effect is submitted 
with this report for consideration by the Board of 
Directors.? 

TECHNICAL ADVISORY COUNCIL 

Article VII of the Convention on the Institute 
provides for the establishment of a Technical Ad- 
visory Council, composed of agricultural experts 
from the contracting states, to cooperate with the 
Director in agricultural matters of a technical 
nature. 

This Council has not been established, and the 
Director has recommended that this be done, so 
that the Institute may broaden its field of activity 
and establish closer relations with the technical 
institutions of the member states. The Director 
has also suggested that a meeting of the Council 
be called, to take place in Turrialba in 1955. 

The Committees appreciate the importance of

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this recommendation and the need for promoting 
closer relations between the Institute and the 
technical institutions of the member states. How- 
ever, considering that the proposed meeting would 
not be held until January 1955, the committees 
would like to examine this matter more carefully 
and submit a report to the Board at a subsequent 
date. 


MEMBERS OF THE INSTITUTE 


Fourteen countries are members of the Insti- 
tute, as of this date. The Institute is one of the 
Inter-American Specialized Organizations, and 
its activities, including its regular program and 
the project it sponsors under the Program of 
Technical Cooperation of the Organization of 
American States, are of interest and value to all 
the American republics. Quite apart from the 
benefits that would accrue to the Institute, it 
would be highly desirable if the Convention were 
ratified by all member states of the Organization 
that benefit from its work. 

On the basis of these considerations, the Tenth 
Inter-American Conference adopted a resolution 
(LXxxviI) on the functioning of the Inter- 
American Institute of Agricultural Sciences, 
which recommends to the American countries that 
have not yet ratified the Convention on the In- 
stitute that they do so as promptly as possible. 
The undersigned committees believe that it would 
be advisable for the Board of Directors to reaffirm 
the conclusions contained in that resolution. A 
draft resolution to that effect is, therefore, sub- 
mitted to the Board of Directors fer considera- 
tion.’

BupGetT For 1955.—At its meeting of 
July 27, 1954, the Council of the Organiza- 
tion received from its Finance Committee 
the following report on the budget of the 
Pan American Sanitary Bureau for 1955: 


Pursuant to the provisions of the Agreement 
signed by the Council of the Organization and the 
Directing Council of the Pan American Sanitary 
Organization, the Finance Committee has re- 
ceived the proposed program and budget of the 
Pan American Sanitary Bureau for 1955. 

In a report accompanying the proposed budget, 
prepared by the working group of the Pan Ameri- 
ean Sanitary Organization appointed to study the 
proposed program and budget, it is noted that the 
total of the proposed budget for 1955 is the same 
as that for 1954, or $2,100,000, of which $2,000,000 
will be met by assessments against the member 
states. 

The Finance Committee has studied the pro- 
posed budget. In its report on the proposed budget 
for 1954, the Finance Committee repeated the 
observation it had made on previous occasions 
with respect to the proportion between the funds 
allocated to administrative work and those de- 
voted to work of a technical nature, and urged that 
the greatest possible amount of the Sanitary 
Bureau Budget—and of those of the other Inter- 
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American Specialized Organizations as well—be| 
assigned to activities of a technical nature. The 
Finance Committee notes with satisfaction that 
in the proposed budget of the Pan American Sani. 
tary Bureau for 1955 it is planned to reduce the| 


funds allocated to administrative services, with)

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REPORT OF THE INTER-AMERICAN PEACE 
COMMITTEE ON THE CONTROVERSY 
BETWEEN GUATEMALA, HONDURAS, 

NICARAGUA 


1. On Saturday afternoon June 19, 1954 Dr. 
Alfredo Chocano, the Chargé d’Affaires of Guate- 
mala in Washington, delivered a note to the Chair- 
man of the Committee stating that he was appeal- 
ing to the Committee ‘“‘in accordance with specific 
and urgent instructions’ from his Government, 
“‘to avert a violation of the peace of the American 

Sontinent.’’ In his note the Chargé d’Affaires of 
Guatemala cited acts that had occurred on May 
26, and on June 7, 14, 15, 16, 17, and 18, which, in 
the opinion of his Government constituted viola- 
tions both of the principle of nonintervention and 
of the sovereignty of Guatemala. The note ended 
with a request to ‘‘convoke the Inter-American 
Peace Committee ... on an emergency basis’’ so 
that it might proceed to ‘‘take the necessary meas- 
ures’’. The same afternoon the Committee met to 
consider the case that had been submitted to it. 
That same day, as a first measure, it transmitted 
a copy of the Guatemalan note to the Ambassadors 
of Honduras and Nicaragua in Washington, inas- 
much as these two countries were specifically men- 
tioned in the communication of Guatemala as the 
instigators of the acts denounced. At midnight of 
the same Saturday, June 19, the Chairman of the 
Committee received an urgent telephone call 
from Guatemala. This time the Foreign Minister 
himself, His Excellency Dr. Guillermo Toriello, 
spoke with the Chairman of the Committee for the 
purpose of attesting to the gravity of the acts de- 
nounced in the note of June 19, and requesting 
that the Committee depart that same day, Sunday 
June 20, for Guatemala. The Chairman of the 
Committee affirmed to Foreign Minister Toriello 
that within three hours after the note in question 
was received the members of the Peace Committee 
had met. In this conversation the Chairman of the 
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Committee expressed the opinion that a special 
subcommittee of the Committee would be able to 
leave for Guatemala that same evening or the 
following morning (June 21). Foreign Minister 
Toriello expressed his cordial thanks for the active 
interest shown by the Committee. 

2. On the afternoon of Sunday, June 20, the 
Chargé d’Affaires of Guatemala in Washington 
spoke by telephone with the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee to inform him that the decision taken by 
Guatemala with regard to the Committee’s trip 
had been ‘“‘changed”’ and that he had been newly 
instructed by his Government to request the Com- 
mittee to suspend its trip in view of the fact that 
the case had been submitted to the Security Coun- 
cil of the United Nations on the same date as to 
the Committee and that the Security Council, in 
a meeting on Sunday, June 20, had already taken 
cognizance of the Guatemalan complaint of ag- 
gression. To confirm this information, the Chargé 
d’Affaires of Guatemala delivered on Monday, 
June 21, a note in which he asked the Committee 
to “suspend all action while the Security Council 
is acting, and especially while the results of the 
resolution adopted by the said Council are being 
observed.’’ At the same time the Chargé d’ Affaires 
of Guatemala expressed to the Committee ‘‘the 
gratitude of [his] Government for the attention 
[given] its appeal.’’ Because the Government of 
Guatemala itself had so requested, the Committee 
thereupon suspended consideration of the case 
that had been submitted to it the previous even- 
ing. Furthermore, on the night of that very Mon- 
day, June 21, the Chargé d’Affaires of Guatemala 
once more addressed the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee to inform him, again ‘‘in compliance with 
the latest instructions”’ received, that “the Gov- 
ernment of Guatemala has decided to withdraw 
the request it made to the Committee, as con- 
tained in the penultimate paragraph of [its previ- 
ous] communication, that the Committee ‘proceed 
to take the necessary measures to prevent the 
peace and international security in the area of 
Central America from being violated and, at the 
same time, to prevent the aggression against 
Guatemala from continuing.’ ’’ In support of this 
change, which this time totally canceled the re- 
quest transmitted two days earlier, the Chargé 
d’Affaires of Guatemala pointed out that his 
Government had taken this decision ‘‘for the pur- 
pose of having its attitude wholly in conformity 
with the scope of the resolution approved yester- 
day by the Security Council, which, according to 
the official text issued, makes no reference to re- 
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gional organizations.’’ In this note, too, the | 


Chargé d’Affaires of Guatemala, carrying out 
“specific instructions from [his] Government”, 
expressed ‘“‘the high degree of appreciation and 
recognition with which [the Government of Guate- 
mala] contemplates the generous concern that... | 
the . . . distinguished members of the Committee 
have shown towards this serious situation’’. 

3. On the following day, June 22, 1954, Hig 
Excellency Rafael Heliodoro Valle, the Ambassa- 
dor of Honduras in Washington, sent a note to 
the Committee stating that “the Government of 
Honduras is deeply desirous of having clarified , 
the accusations that the Government of Guate- 
mala has made before the Inter-American Peace 
Committee and that it considers of a very serious 
nature in that they describe it as the perpetrator 
of an aggression’’. The Ambassador of Honduras 
continued: ‘“My Government believes that even 
though that of Guatemala has withdrawn its con- 
plaint against that of Honduras, it is absolutely 
necessary to define responsibilities in a conflict 
in which continental peace is being disturbed.” 
In conclusion, the Ambassador of Honduras re- 
quested that the Inter-American Peace Commit- 
tee be convened on an emergency basis. 

4. On June 28, 1954, His Excelleney Dr. Gui- 
llermo Sevilla Sacasa, the Nicaraguan Ambassador 
in Washington, sent the Committee a note in which 
the accusations made by the Guatemalan Govern- 
ment were characterized as ‘‘calumnious’’. In his 
note the Nicaraguan Ambassador stated that he 
had been ‘‘especially instructed to appear before 
the Inter-American Peace Committee in order to 
demonstrate the falsity of all the imputations of 
which [his] Government is the object’’. 

5. On the same date, June 23, the Peace Com- 
mittee met to receive and hear both the Ambas- 
sador of Honduras and the Ambassador of Nica- 
ragua. During that meeting Ambassador Sevilla 
Sacasa formally proposed to the Committee that 
it designate a special subcommittee to visit Guate- 
mala, Honduras, and Nicaragua immediately, to 
obtain all the facts that the Committee deemed 
necessary. This suggestion was immediately sec- 
onded by the Honduran Ambassador at the same 
meeting of the Committee. The latter, deliberating 
at once in closed session, decided to send a note 
that same day to the Chargé d’Affaires of Guate- | 
mala in Washington. In this note, the Committee 
informed the Guatemalan Government that ‘‘dur- 
ing the meeting held this afternoon for the pur- 
poses indicated above, His Excellency Dr. Gui- 
llermo Sevilla Sacasa, Ambassador of Nicaragua,

proposed concretely that there be established a 
subcommittee of information, composed of the 
members of the Peace Committee, which might go 
to Guatemala, Honduras, and Nicaragua, in order 
to obtain, with the consent and cooperation of the 
Governments of those three countries, data, the 
knowledge of which would make it possible to 
clarify the facts and permit the Committee ade- 
quately to discharge its functions of suggesting 
the most effective methods for achieving a settle- 
ment satisfactory to the interested parties.’’ The 
Government of Guatemala was asked its opinion 
of the suggestion and whether the dispatch of a 
subcommittee of information, composed of the 
members of the Inter-American Peace Committee, 


| would be acceptable to the Government of Guate- 
' mala, with the understanding that the Govern- 


ment of Nicaragua and that of Honduras had 
already stated that ‘‘their respective Govern- 
ments would provide the Subcommittee of Infor- 
mation with all the necessary facilities for the 
success of its mission.”’ 

6. On June 23, 1954, the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs of Guatemala, His Excellency Dr. Gui- 
llermo Toriello, sent a cable to the Chairman of the 
Committee with respect to this matter, although 
at that time he referred exclusively to the note 
addressed by the Ambassador of Honduras to the 
Committee. In this message, Foreign Minister 
Toriello stated that his Government ‘‘would have 
no objection to having the responsibilities with 
respect to the aggression and invasion by air, sea, 
and land of which Guatemala is the victim made 
clear by means of the Inter-American Peace Com- 
mittee’. He immediately cautioned, however, 
that Guatemala ‘‘cannot consent to having this 
matter brought before that body before the deci- 
sion of the Security Council is fully carried out” 
and that “any referral to an organization distinct 
from the Security Council at this time might serve 
as pretext for escaping from the obligation of com- 
plying with the aforesaid decision of the Council.’’ 

7. On June 25 the Chargé d’Affaires of Guate- 
mala delivered to the Committee a note replying 
to the one sent him on June 23 by the Committee 
for the purpose of ascertaining the views of his 
country with regard to the said subcommittee of 
information. In this reply, the Chargé d’Affaires of 
Guatemala, in express compliance with instruc- 
tions from his Government, informed the Com- 
mittee that : ‘‘First, the Government of Guatemala 
does not accept, and is opposed to, the Inter- 
American Peace Committee’s intervening in a 
matter like the case of the foreign interventionist 
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aggression from which Guatemala suffers and 
which it has denounced, because a matter of this 
kind comes under the jurisdiction of the Security 
Council of the United Nations and must remain 
there pursuant to the provisions of the Charter of 
the United Nations; and, furthermore, because 
the nature of such a matter—aggression—excludes 
it from the sphere of action of the Inter-American 
Peace Committee.’’ And he added: ‘‘Second, the 
Government of Guatemala is greatly displeased to 
see a body as high and useful as the Inter-Ameri- 
can Peace Committee shown disrespect to the ex- 
tent of taking advantage of its exalted mission and 
its generous concern with continental peace and 
solidarity to cover a maneuver of aggressors en- 
deavoring to neutralize the action brought by the 
Government of Guatemala before the Security 
Council of the United Nations and the Govern- 
ment of Guatemala could not under any circum- 
stances lend itself to a maneuver of this kind... .’”’ 

8. On June 26 the Committee, in acknowledging 
receipt of this latest note from Guatemala, gave a 
detailed account of the facts that it considered 
indispensable in order ‘‘to establish clearly the 
absolute propriety of the acts of the Committee’’. 
In this document the Committee stated, neverthe- 
less: ‘‘It would please us to think that the Govern- 
ment of Guatemala is now in a position to use the 
good services of the Committee and that as soon 
as possible you will be good enough to give us your 
opinion with respect to this matter.”’ 

9. The afternoon of June 26, that same Satur- 
day, and with the knowledge of the Chargé d’Af- 
faires of Guatemala and of this Committee, the 
Chairman of the Committee telephoned Foreign 
Minister Toriello in Guatemala for the purpose of 
making a last-minute effort to convince his Gov- 
ernment of the good intentions of the Inter- 
American Peace Committee and of the usefulness 
that the proposed trip of the Committee might 
have for the three interested parties (Guatemala, 
Honduras, and Nicaragua). The Foreign Minister 
of Guatemala stated at that time that his Govern- 
ment was reconsidering the matter at the moment 
and that instructions would be given by telephone 
in the course of the day to the Chargé d’ Affaires of 
Guatemala in Washington. That night the Chargé 
d’ Affaires of Guatemala sent the Committee a note 
dated June 26, in which he informed it that ‘‘in 
view, moreover, of the fact that the [Security] 
Council has postponed consideration of the afore- 
said case until it should receive a report from the 
Inter-American Peace Committee regarding the 
aggression that had been denounced, the Govern- 
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ment of Guatemala, with the deep desire of facili- 
tating the fulfillment of this purpose as soon as 
possible, and appreciative of the generous attitude 
manifested by that high body, places at the dis- 
posal of the Inter-American Peace Committee, 
and of the Subcommittee of Information that it 
appoints, all the facilities within its power, and 
the assistance and information it can furnish it 
for the best performance of its task.’’ The Chargé 
d’Affaires added that ‘‘upon completing the mis- 
sion entrusted to it, the Inter-American Peace 
Committee will be able, with the facilities, assist- 
ance, and information that will be offered it, to 
complete the task that, by its own decision and on 
petition of the Governments of Honduras and 
Nicaragua, it is to carry out’’. 

10. On Sunday, June 27, after having studied 
the new situation created by Guatemala’s ap- 
proval of the trip of the above-mentioned subcom- 
mittee of information the Chairman of the Peace 
Committee addressed a note to the Chargé d’Af- 
faires of Guatemala, informing him that ‘‘the 
Inter-American Peace Committee is pleased to 
receive the expressions contained in your note to 
the effect that the Government of Guatemala 
places at the disposal of the Inter-American Peace 
Committee and the subcommittee of information 
that it appoints, all the facilities within its power 
and any assistance and information that can be 
furnished it for the best performance of its mis- 
sion.’’ The Committee pointed out that ‘‘in this, 
as in all its activities, the Committee acts as an 
agency of the American regional system and the 
action it takes is its own responsibility. This ac- 
tion has been and always is taken independently 
and under the exclusive authority of the Commit- 
tee, whose noble mandate, conferred upon it by 
the governments of America in Resolution XIV of 
the Second Meeting of Ministers of Foreign Affairs 
and confirmed by Resolution CII of the Tenth 
Inter-American Conference, is to maintain con- 
stant vigilance to the end that a peaceful and 
friendly solution may be found to any conflict 
that arises between the American countries and to 
suggest to that end methods and proposals for its 
solution.” Finally, it announced that ‘‘bearing in 
mind the expressions of hospitality and coopera- 
tion contained in the note, the Inter-American 
Peace Committee has decided to set itself up as a 
Subcommittee of Information and to start the trip 
to Guatemala tomorrow, and after remaining three 
days in that country, to continue on to Honduras 
and Nicaragua, in order to be able fully to com- 
plete its trust.” 
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11. In notes dated June 27, the Committee jp. 
formed the Ambassadors of Honduras and Nica. 
ragua that it would begin its trip on Monday, Jun 
28 at 9 p.m. and that its itinerary would be a) 
follows: 

1. Depart from Washington Monday, June? 
28 at 9 p.m.; arrive in Guatemala the 
afternoon of Tuesday, June 29; depart 
from Guatemala the afternoon of Friday. 
July 2. : 

. Arrive in Honduras the afternoon of Fri.| 
day, July 2; depart from Honduras the 
afternoon of Monday, July 5. } 

3. Arrive in Nicaragua night of Monday, 
July 5; depart from Nicaragua, to return’ 
to Washington, Thursday, July 8. 

4. Arrive in Washington, Friday, July 9. 

12. The Committee, in a note signed by its| 
Chairman, transmitted to the Secretary-General: 
of the United Nations copies of the communica- 
tions exchanged in connection with the projected 
trip and likewise informed him of its itinerary. 

13. Since the authorities of Guatemala were 
changed on June 27 and 28, the Committee ad- 
dressed the Chargé d’Affaires of Guatemala again 
on June 28 in order to “learn whether the authori- 
ties of Guatemala continue disposed to place at the 
disposal of the Committee and of the Subcom-| 
mittee of Information that it appoints all the 
facilities within its power, and the assistance and 
information it could furnish it, for the best per- 
formance of its mission.’? The Committee re- 
quested an official reply ‘‘as soon as possible.” 
The same day, Monday June 28, the Chargé 
d’Affaires of Guatemala gave assurances that | 
“the Government of Guatemala, in accordance 
with explicit instructions that I have just re- 
ceived, confirms in every way its deepest intention 
to proffer to the Committee and to the Subcom- 
mittee of Information all the facilities within its 
power’’. 

14. At the same time, in view of the fact that! 
the Guatemalan authorities were again changed, 
the Committee asked the Chargé d’Affaires | 
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Guatemala on the morning of Tuesday, June 29, 
if it could start on its trip. The reply, written by 
the Chargé d’Affaires of Guatemala, reached the 
Committee at 11 o’clock in the morning. It con- 
firmed the verbal communication, made at _ 
a.m., ‘to the effect that [his] Government [re-} 
iterated] once more its firm purpose of offering to 
the Inter-American Peace Committee and to the 
Subcommittee of Information all the facilities, 
within its power’’. At two o’clock in the afternoon |

15. Upon arriving at Mexico City at 10 p.m. on 
Tuesday, June 29, the members of the Committee 
learned that, owing to the new course of events in 
Guatemala, the authorities of that country had 
decided to ask the Committee to desist from con- 
tinuing the trip it had begun. In fact, before con- 
tinuing its trip to Guatemala on the following 
morning, June 30, a message was delivered to the 
Chairman of the Committee from Col. Elfego 
Monzoén, in his capacity as ‘‘President of the 
Junta” and Lt. Cols. José Luis Cruz Salazar and 
Mauricio Dubois advising that ‘Mediation having 
been initiated Government U.S. and Republic El 
Salvador purpose ending armed conflict between 
forces this Government and troops commanded by 
Col. Castillo Armas, request you reconsider in- 
tention Committee intervene said conflict. We re- 
quest you refrain from doing so.”’ 

16. Although the Committee was clearly asked 
to refrain from continuing its activities, the Com- 
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mittee, before undertaking the grave responsibil- 
ity of suspending its trip and returning to Wash- 
ington, believed it necessary to make clear the sole 
purpose of its mission. To this end the Chairman 
of the Committee sent a telegram dated June 30 
to the above-mentioned members of the Junta, in 
which it was pointed out that ‘‘the Inter-American 
Peace Committee is considering exclusively the 
controversy between Guatemala, Honduras, and 
Nicaragua, whose substance was clearly defined in 
the various communications exchanged by the 
Representatives of the above-mentioned countries 
and this Committee. The réle of the Committee 
has been limited solely to this.’’ And [the telegram] 
went on: ‘“‘Under these conditions the Committee 
wishes to know if it may continue its trip in the 
understanding that it may count on the same 
facilities that were offered it earlier with regard to 
its activity in the above-mentioned controversy.’’ 
On the following day, July 1, the Committee re- 
ceived the reply. This reply, signed by Lt. Col. 
José Luis Cruz Salazar, stated that ‘‘As you al- 
ready know negotiations between the Junta of 
Government of Guatemala and Col. Castillo 
Armas are in progress.’’ [The telegram] continued: 
“The Junta of Government hopes that the Peace 
Committee will visit Guatemala in the next few 
days to learn at first hand that the problem of 
communism does not exist and that conditions are 
those of peace and tranquility.’’ And the cable 
ended with the following words: ‘‘As soon as the 
members of the Junta of Government are in the 
city, we shall be especially pleased to receive the 
Peace Committee, the Junta itself will inform you 
of this.”’ 

17. Since, in the light of the foregoing reply 
from the Guatemalan authorities, there seemed 
still to exist some error of understanding with 
respect to the real purpose of the trip that the 
Committee had undertaken, its Chairman was 
instructed by it to send on that same day, July 1, 
to Lt. Col. José Luis Cruz Salazar, a second clari- 
fying telegram. In this message, the Committee 
pointed out once more that: ‘‘The purpose of the 
trip, as expressed in this Committee’s note dated 
June 23 and addressed to the Charge d’Affaires of 
Guatemala in Washington, is to obtain, with the 
consent and cooperation of the Governments of 
those three countries [Guatemala, Honduras, and 
Nicaragua] data, the knowledge of which would 
make it possible to clarify the facts and permit the 
Committee adequately to discharge its functions 
of suggesting the most effective methods for 
achieving a settlement satisfactory to the inter- 
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ested parties.’’ And so that there would not 
be the least doubt, the cable continued: ‘‘As 
explained in that note, these facts are those 
mentioned in the notes addressed to the Com- 
mittee by Guatemala on June 19, by Honduras 
on June 22, and by Nicaragua on June 23, 1954. All 
these documents are in the hands of the American 
Governments. If the foregoing is clearly estab- 
lished, the Committee, whose trip to Guatemala 
was interrupted in Mexico when it received the 
cable of June 30 signed by Col. Elfego Monzon, Lt. 
Cols. José Luis Cruz Salazar and Mauricio Dubois, 
would be happy to continue its trip with the hope 
that its good services might be useful to the three 
parties in the said controversy. If the reply to this 
telegram should be received by us in time, we 
would depart early tomorrow, July 2, for your 
capital and in such a case we would inform you in 
due course of the exact hour of our departure and 
the approximate hour of our arrival with the in- 
tention of remaining three days in Guatemala and 
thus having an opportunity to be in direct contact 
with the authorities of that country. Immediately 
thereafter the Committee would proceed to Hon- 
duras and Nicaragua for the same purpose.”’ 

18. On July 2, the Committee received the fol- 
lowing reply from Lt. Cols. José Luis Cruz Salazar 
and Juan Mauricio Dubois: ‘‘We respectfully 
refer to Your Excellency’s communication re- 
ceived tonight in which the Committee reiterates 
its desire to proceed to Guatemala for the purpose 
indicated in the said communication. In this re- 
spect we are pleased to present to Your Excellency 
the heartiest thanks for the good wishes that the 
Committee expressed anew, but at the same time 
we poiat out that, owing to the negotiations the 
Junta of Government of Guatemala is currently 
carrying out with Col. Castillo Armas, the arrival 
of the Committee in Guatemala is not advisable 
for the moment.’’ This time the reply was quite 
clear, although ending as follows: ‘‘However, the 
Junta of Government hopes that within a short 
time it will be able to receive the Committee over 
which Your Excellency so worthily presides, [a 
decision] that will be communicated to you im- 
mediately.’ 

19. In view of the fact that there was no longer 
the slightest doubt that it would be impossible for 
the Committee to continue its trip to carry out the 
work originally entrusted to it, all that remained 
was an agreement among the three parties and a 
final declaration that would so certify. The author- 
ities of Guatemala, Honduras, and Nicaragua were 
consulted by telephone from Mexico City and ex- 
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pressly and officially approved the bulletin given 
to the press the same night of July 2, which read: 
‘The Inter-American Peace Committee is pleased 
to announce that it has received statements from 
Guatemala, Honduras, and Nicaragua in which the 
authorities of these sister Republics cordially 
thank the Committee for its good services in the 
recent controversy involving these three countries 
and inform the Committee that the controversy 
between them, which was the oceasion for the 
Committee’s trip, has ceased to exist.”’ 

20. On July 2 His Excellency, Dr. J. Edgardo 
Valenzuela, Minister of Foreign Affairs of Hon- 
duras, addressed a telegram to the Chairman of 
the Committee completely confirming the agree- 
ment mentioned in the above-quoted bulletin, 
informing him that ‘in opinion Honduran Gover.- 
ment conflict between this country and Guatemala 
no longer exists as shown by latest events’’ and 
cordially thanking the Committee for “‘its prompt 
action in leaving immediately for area of conflict.” 
On July 6 His Excellency, Carlos Salazar, Minister 
of Foreign Affairs of Guatemala, also sent a tele- 
gram to the Committee in which he stated that 
‘in the name of the Junta of Government”’ he was 
expressing to the Committee ‘‘the keenest recog- 
nition...for its kind readiness to cooperate 
towards a satisfactory agreement that will pre- 
serve peace and re-establish tranquility and 
harmony on the Central American Isthmus”. 
Likewise, His Excellency, General Anastasio 
Somoza, President of Nicaragua, sent a telegram 
on July 7 to the Committee in which he stated, 
after expressing friendliest greetings to the Com- 
mittee, that ‘“‘the controversy having disappeared 
in the opinion of the three sister republics continu- 
ation of trip unnecessary’’. 

21. The activities of the Inter-American Peace 
Committee in this controversy having been ter- 
minated for the reasons set forth in this document, 
the Committee decided to send today, July 8 to 
the Secretary-General of the United Nations, for 
transmittal to the Chairman and members of the 
Security Council, a copy of this Final Report and 
all the documents appended thereto. Pursuant to 
its Statute, the Committee will likewise transmit 
the report to the next Meeting of Consultation of 
Ministers of Foreign Affairs and to the next Inter- 
American Conference. And, lastly, the Committee 
will send copies of this report and the appended 
documents to the Chairman of the Council of the 
Organization of American States, the members of 
the said Council, and the Secretary General of the 
Organization of American States.

This chronological and strictly objective report 
of the activities of the Committee in the period 
during which, for one reason or another, the con- 
troversy between Guatemala, Honduras, and 
Nicaragua was submitted to it, makes it possible 
to reach the following conclusions: 

1) Although Guatemala, after submitting its 
ease to the Inter-American Peace Committee, sus- 
pended and then withdrew it, the original note 
from the Government of Guatemala gave rise to 
the subsequent requests from Honduras and 
Niearagua. 

2) When, a week after having sought the help 
of the Committee, Guatemala permitted the latter 
to carry out its trip, and when, as a result of this, 
the Committee was able to start on its trip on June 
29, it was forced to interrupt it in Mexico City 
because at that time the new authorities in Guate- 
mala did not consider it opportune. 

3) Before the Committee left Mexico City to 
return to Washington, the three interested parties 
recognized, as is indicated in its final declaration, 
that the controversy because of which the Com- 
mittee had departed for Guatemala, Honduras, 
and Nicaragua, had ceased to exist. Subsequently,

the three Governments concerned confirmed this 
by telegram to the Committee. 

4) In this, as in all cases submitted to it up to 
the present time, the Committee functioned as an 
organization of the inter-American system, under 
its own responsibility and the action taken by it 
was under its exclusive authority and within the 
honored mandate conferred upon it by the Ameri- 
can governments in Resolution XIV of the Second 
Meeting of Consultation of Ministers of Foreign 
Affairs and confirmed later by Resolution CII of 
the Tenth Inter-American Conference. Washing- 
ton, D. C., July 8, 1954.
